‘The total collection of dues and 
' duties in the third quartet of 1899 is 
| twenty-five per cent larger than in 
the same quarter of 1898, and nearly 
‘twenty-five per cent larger than in 
!1897. There are certainly three new 
‘ports this year, Kiaochou, Nanking, 
jand Santuao, at which somethin; 

‘over Tis. 32,000 was collected. We 
| might fairly here renew our protest 
against the decision of the Customs, 
which has already caused great in- 
convenience in postal matters, to call 
the German port of Tsingtao, Kiao- 
chou. It would be about as reason- 
able to call Gravesend, London, and 
much more reasonable to call Woo- 
sung, Shanghai. Excluding these 
new ports and the other ports that 
have a page to themselves, Kow- 
loon, Lappa, Lungchow, Méngtse, and 
Szemao, there are now twenty-fi 
so-called “Chinese Treaty Ports,” and 
of these all but three showed a very 
considerable improvement, the three 
{laggards being Soochow, Fouchow, 
and Amoy. The West River ports 
show, notwithstanding piracy on the 
"Water and brigandage on land, a very 
remarkable increase, the revenue 
collected at the four ports anounting 
to about Tis. 143,000, against about 
Tis. 72,000 last year, or nearly double. 
Coming to the heads under which the 
_ total revenue is received, there was a 
considerable increase in import duty, 
and a very large one in export duty, 
coast trade duty, and opium duty 
and likin, the increase in transit 
dues amounting to almost fifty per 
cent. The only falling off was in 
tonnage dues, which has no real signi- 
ficance. There was a slight decline 
in the revenue collected at Kowloon 
and Lappa, very much less than the 
increase at Canton. There was a 
' trivial increase at Lungchow, and an 
lequally trivial decline at Szemao; 
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while the collection at Méngtse nearly 
doubled the amount received in 1898. 
We have mentioned the large increase 
in opium duty; it should be added 
that nearly Hk. Tis. 289,000 was 
derived from native opium this year 
against something over Tls. 82,000 in 
1898, 

At Shanghai M. Rocher, the Com- 
missioner, reports the collection of 
Hk. Tis. 2,135,957 against Tis. 
1,853,883 in 1898 and Tis. 1,963,128 
in 1897. Import duty and tonnage 
dues showed a considerable d-cline; 
export duty, coast trade duty, opium 
duty and likin, and transit dues a 
marked advance. We have said that 
there is no real significance in the 
falling-off in tonnage dues; this is 
shown by the tonnage table: 956 
vessels of 1,197,636 tons were entered 
and 968 vessels of 1,209,757 tons 
cleared against 887 vessels of 1,075,405 
tons and 899 vessels of 1,087,192 tons, 
respectively, in the same quarter of 
1898. The comparative import of 
opium here in piculs was as follows :—

This enormous increase in the im- 
port of opium, both foreign and 
ative, cannot be universally wel- 
comed. 

In cotton goods there is chiefly to 
be noticed a large increase in the 
import of English and American 
sheetings, with an unii;portant decline 
in grey shirtings.

In native sundries the only declines 
to be specially noticed were in black 
tea and tobacco leaf, 

In exports, it should first be noticed 
under cotton goods, that 28,840 
pieces of Shanghai sheetings were 
shipped against 1,580 in 1898, and 
84,603 piculs of Shanghai cotton yarn 
against 30,401 piculs last year.” In 
sundries there was a noticeable gain 
in beancake, beans and peas, raw 
evtton, rice, nearly all descriptions 
of silk, goat skins and rugs, green 
tea, wheat, and sheep's wool; and a 
decline in straw and rush hats, hemp, 














rhubarb, sugar, black tea, tobacco, 
and camels’ wool. Of transit passes 
3,063 were issued and 310 surrender- 
ed, against 7,498 and 190 in 1898, 
and 1,997 and 168, respectively, in 
1897. The treasure table shows an 
limport of gold to the value of Hk. 
| Tls. 1,409,904 and silver to the value 
lof Tis. 9,588,316, and an export of 
the same metals to the value of 
Tis. 1,100,601 and 7,237,285, respect- 
ively. As usual, very little was done 
in the bonded warehouses; while a 
fair amount of kerosene oil is bonded, 
the warehouses themselves contain 
only a few towels, lamps, needles, 
ete., and some machine oil.

Kase Yr, the Empress Dowager’s High 
Commissioner to collect funds, arrived hero 
from CantonintheChina Merchants’ steamer 
‘rangle on Sunday (12th) and was met 
at the Kinleeyuon wharves by all the local 
civil and military mandarins, who tendered 
the hospitality of the city by inviting the 
Commissioner to make his quarters at 
Ambassadors’ Hall, North Honan Road. 
But Kang Yi declined the invitation, 
electing fo stay in one of the Chinese 
hotels this side of the Yangkingpang, 
on the ground that he was unwilling 
to put, the local officials to any expenso. 
On Tuesday afternoon he _ suddenly 
received a wire from his friends in 
Peking giving the news that both Jung 
Lu and Prince Ching were working 
ayain at preventing him from returning 
to Peking. This decided him to take 
the first steamer leaving for ‘Tientsin, 
the Hsinyii, ‘The suddenness of Kang Yi's 
departure is said to have taken the local 
mandarins by such surprise that there was 
much confusion in seeing him off, each 
mandarin appearing singly or in couples, 
instead of all together headed by the Tavtai 
and the Lieut.-Colonel in cominand of the 
City garrison, who are the chief civil and 
military mandarins of this port. Soanxious 
was Kang Yi to get to Tientsin without 
being turned off midway by a tele 
ordering him to proceed to Szechuan, as 
ws the intention of Jung Lu and Prince 
Ching, that he desired the Hsinyit to pro- 
ceed straight up to Tangku without calling 

















at Chefoo. 
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HLE. Hou Pis.curm, ex-Governor of 
Shansi, is now in Shanghai, having arrived 
by the Hsinyi from Tientsiv, and is at 
present staying in native hotel on the 
Other side of the Yangkingpang. It will be 
remembered that HE. Hu was removed 
from office recently, “in the first place, for 
being too friendly ‘to British enterprise, 
and in the next, in order to make way for 
that Conservative of Conserratives Li Ping- 
héng, ex-Governor of Shantung. ‘The fate 
of the last named was, however, fixed by 
the protests of the British Charge d’ Affaires 
to the Tsungli Yamén, and Wang Chih- 
ch‘un, Provincial Treasurer of Szechuan, 
was eventually promoted to Shansi. HE. 
Hu, who is a very affable and courteous 
gentleman, will probably make Shanghai 
his home,

We have heard more than once of 
the repulse of the Boers at Mafeking 
with heavy loss and Reuter now sends 
us the official account. Again we 
must deplore the large proportion of 
officers killed, though the British loss, 
our men being on the defensive and 
entrenched, was comparatively small.

THE NEW GERMAN MAIL 
LINE. 
Lsth Nov. 

Ir two of the new German China 
mail steamers had been named Enter- 
prise and Thoroughness, they would 
have fairly represented the principles 
that have actuated the two great 
German steamship companies, which 
are dividing the fortnightly service 
inaugurated by the Koenig Albert. 
The German Emperor is known to 
take a deep interest in the progress 
of his country’s commerce with China, 
and he may contemplate with justi- 
fiable pride the vast strides that his 
country has made in the Far East 
since the Oder opened the four-weekly 
line between Bremen and Shanghai 
in 1886. ‘The steamers employed in 
this service have always been of the 
highest class of their time, they have 
been run with perfect regularity and 
with conspicuous success, and on no 
similar line has more attention been 
paid to the comfort of passengers, so 
that they have become with English 
people as well as with Germans the 
most popular of the various lines that 
connect the Far East with the home 
lands. The steamers are always full, 
often crowded, and one rarely hears 
the grumbling in which passengers 
by other mail lines are too apt to 
indulge often without reason, after 
they Ftave been safely delivered at 
their destination. 

With such enterprise and thorough- 
ness have the two great German 
companies, the Norddeutscher Lloyd, 
which has until now carried on the 
service single-handed, and the Ham- 
burg-America, risen to the occasion 
that the Koenig Albert, which is to 
open the new fortnightly service, i 
the finest merchant steamer that 
ever come to the Far East. It is 
significant to contrast the policy of 
the French and German mail com- 
panies with that of the P. & O. Co., 
the pioneers of steam communication 
with the Far East. The managers 
of the P. & O. Company are old 
China hands, and they seem to ima- 
gine that the China ports and China 
trade have not progressed since their 
day, and so they send to the service 
here any steamers which they can no 
‘longer employ on their petted lines, 
steamers which were great ships in 
their day and are still really fine 
vessels, but which are quite outclassed 
by the packets which the Messageries 
Maritimes and the Norddeutscher 
Lloyd employ on the same route. 
‘The magnates at the t office in 
Leadenhall Street will open their 
eyes with amazement when they find 
that ten-thousand-ton steamers are 
not too large for modern trade be- 
tween Europe and the Far East. 

‘The new boats of the German line, 
{of which the Koenig Albert is the 
first, are splendidly adapted for both 
freight and passengers. They are 
builé. by, the Vulcan Company in 
Stettin, the builders of the magni- 








jficent Atlantic liner Kuiser Wilhelm 
{der Grosse, except the Oceanic the 
|largest and fastest steamer afloat. 
There are three other sister-ships to 
the Koenig Albert now being built 
lby the Vulean Co, the Prin: 
| Irene for the Norddeutscher Lloy 
and the Hamburg and Kiautchou 
for the Hamburg-America Co. ‘They 
are 520 feet in length, 60 feet in 
width, and 38 in depth. Their dis- 
placement at a draft of 28 feet is 
| 18,000 tons, and their dead-weight 
capacity nearly 10,000 tons. They 
are built of steel and fitted out with 
every modern appliance and improve- 
ment; they are provided with rolling 
chocks and promise to be comfortable 
sea-boats. ‘The passenger accommo- 
dation is all that the most fastidious 
could desire, and special attention 
has been paid to the lighting and 
ventilation of the cabins, and their 
suitability to a tropical climate. 
| Provision is made for 300 first-class, 
| 100 second-class, and a large number 
jof third-class passengers. ‘The first- 
telass accommodation is all in the 
veentre of the vessel and the state- 
{rooms are all above the upper deck. 
|Phere are two promenade decks, one 
tabove the other. The second-elass 
Jaccommodation is in the poop and 
there are a large number of two- 
| berth cabins. Even the third-class 
' state-rooms, which accommodate from 
| two to six passengers, are fitted out 
with every comfort. The steamers 
have twin-serews driven by quadru- 
ple expansion engines, built on the 
“Schlick” system by which vibration 
is obviated, and making a speed of 
16 to 17 knots. The complement, 
including officers and engineers, is 
two hundred. 

‘Some important changes have been 
made in the details of the service. 
The home departures are to be 
alternately from Bremen and Ham- 
burg. ‘The ports of call remain ag 
before, with the addition of Penang ; 
but the branch line from Hongkong 
to Japan has-been done away with, 
the Hohencollern having been sold 
to the U.S. Government, and after 
a stay of 48 hours in Shanghai the 
steamers will go on to Yokohama, 
vid Nagasaki, the Inland Sea, and 
Kobe. ‘They will make a stay of one 
week at Yokohama, and will. then 
return home touching, in reverse 
order, at the same ports as on the 
outward voyage. Arrangements have 
been made with the British India 
Company for a branch from Penang to 
Rangoon, and- special steamers have 
been built for the branch between 
Singapore and Deli, Sumatra. From 
Singapore close connection will be 
made with Bangkok by the steamers 
of the East India Steamship Co. 
The present service between Sing- 
apore and New Guinea vid Batavia 
remains unaltered, but arrangements 
are being made for a more regular 
connection between Singapore and 

{Java by the steamers of the Royal 
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Dutch Mail Co. Finally comes the 
regular service between Shanghai 
and Tsingtao, Chefoo, and Tientsin 
by the Jebsen line. It is unnecessary 
to dwell on the convenience it is to 
English passengers to have such 
magnificent steamers running re- 
gularly without the necessity of 
changing between Southampton and 
the Far East.

hen the new century comes, let us 
by all means celebrate it; our point 
to-day is that it is still along way 
off, and that present attention to the 
matter is absurdly previous. 

We observe our usually shrewd 
and alert Northern contemporary, 
the Peking and Tientsin Times, is 
the last intelligent victim of hallu- 
cination on this matter, and as we 
still hear the question debated over 
the walnuts and the wine, we propose 
to combat the popillar brt mistaken 
view. Because the new ..uve begins 
with the figures 19 instead of 
18, folk imagine that the nineteenth 
century is therefore ended and the 
twentieth begun. The word century 
as every school-boy knows is derived 
through conturia’ from centum, the 
Latin numeral for one hundred. Like 
its prototype, the anglicised form of| 
the word has many associations and 
special applications in history, play, 
time, territorial division, etc., but the 
dominant idea ever present is that of 
number, Every dictionary with any 
pretensions to scholarship supplies 
many examples. Since the accession 
of James I the word has had free 
usage by English writers generally : 
in“ time” it may bea complete period 
of one hundred years. ‘The first cen- 
tury was not coinplete on the last day 
of A.D. 99, for it is obvious that 
ninety-nine years are not a hundred. 
Similarly, the nineteenth centary will 
not be complete on Slst December 
1899, because 1900 years will not on 
that day be fulfilled. This period 
will actually be counted off as a 
record on the 31st of December 1900, 
and legally as well as in fact the 1st of 
January 1901 is the first day of the 
twentieth century. 

But who are we to dogmatise thus 
when wise men contend? We fear 
the contention is not of-the wi: 
but we shall quote our authority. 
Turning to the Wew Onford Diction- 
ary, the most monumental and trust- 
worthy work of sound scholarshi 
ever printed in our tongue, we fin 
under section 5 of “ Century ”—" Each 
of the successive periods.of 100 reck- 
oning from.a received chronological 

* epoch, especially from the assumed 
date of the birth of Christ; thus the 
hundred years from that date to the 
year A.D. 100 were the first century 
of the Christian Era, therefore 1801 
to 1900 inclusive are the. nineteenth 
century.” One would think this 








dictwm final ; but we shall rib with 
iron that which is already strongly 


made. 

The late Charles Knight, the 
pioneer of cheap publishing, was an 
indefatigable sleuth-hound on popular 
fallacies. He tells us that our great- 
grandfathers intermitted their Jere- 
miads over the French Revolution 
and General Buonaparte by recourse 
to this contentious subject. In his 
Passages of a Writer's Life he states 
that “the learned had settled after a 
vast deal of public controversy that 
the century had its beginning on 
the Ist of January 1801.” Those 
who have had occasion to dip into 
the vast literature of the Act of 
Union (Ireland) will remember that 
quite a fuss was made over the happy 
augury of the day in which the 
Union was de facto to be consum- 
mated. The new flags were raised 
as every history relates on the first 
day of the new century on the Tower 
of London, Edinburgh Castle, and the 
Bedford Tower in ‘Dublin: this was 
January Ist 1801. Alas that men’s 
prescience is so small! ‘The century 
of rest and prosperity predicted for 
Ireland has had strange issue, and 
to-day the optimistic soothsaying of 
the political prophets stands out as 
the grimmest of grim satire. 

Finally we fortunately have in the 
Astronomer Royal an official time- 
keeper whose business it is to give 
us formal judgments on all practical 
matters relating to Chronos. Mr. C. 
B. Christie in a lucid letter written 
this spring laid it down emphatically 
that 1899 is but the penultimate 
year of the nineteenth century and 
that the twentieth is still” more 
than a whole year distant. We 
have no wish to drive home our 
remarks with a sting, but we can 
hardly refrain from” quoting Dr. 
Johnson; to a man telling an indiffer- 
ent story with a strong dash of falso- 
hood in it, he remarked: “ Sir, pray do 
not tell that tale again! You have 
no idea how foolish you look in relating 
it.” 








THE SAFETY OF TIENTSIN.

Ovr fellow communities at Tientsin 
are not altogether pleased at learnin, 
that they will probably be left’ with- 
out any foreign armed guard in this 
coming winter.

We do not know if our Consular or 
Municipal guardians have yet mooted the 
subject of a winter but we venture 
to remind them that if they intend doing 
anything, the time is becoming ominously | 
short. “We see nothing to differentiate 
this year from any other in the past twenty- 
nine since the massacre in this respect. 
The horizon is clear enough now, but in 
China seditions grow a and_three 
months might see something very different.

assafoas the Bank of England but they 
are liable at a moment's notice to be blown 
up sky-high. We certainly ought to have 
our usual guards. 

Tientsin has indeed two Volunteer 
Corps, an English aud a German, 
each mustering about the equivalent 
of one company of infantry, and they 
may be trusted to give a good 
account of themselves should their 
services be required. ‘There is, too, 
a much larger community there than 
used to be the case, and there must 
be a considerable number of men 
who are not enrolled in the Volunteer 
companies, who would be of use for 
the defence of the Settlements, if 
trouble arose. ‘Tientsin, too, is not 
so isolated in the winter as it used 
to be, steamers being able to reach 
Peitaiho, whence there is railway 
communication with Tientsin, all the 
year round ; but it would still take 
some time to get assistance from 





outside, even from Port Arthur 
or Weihaiwei; and if assistance 
were wanted, it would almost 


certainly be wanted in a hurry. The 
provinces of Chihli and Shantung 
and those bordering them on the 
south and west are far from being in 
acondition of peace and prosperity 
this winter. Owing to drought, the 
crops have been generally” insuf- 
ficient, and it is certain that there is 
a great deal of suffering, and will 
be a great deal more. Famine 
does not urge the ordinary Chinese 
agriculturist to violence. He begs, 
and when he cannot sv'~port himself 
by. begging, he lies luwn and dies 
quietly of starvation or disease. It 
is not. the ordinary Chinese peasant 
that is to be feared; but these 
northern provinces are full of bad 
characters, who band themselves 
together to rob and ‘murder, and 
already the Christians have been 
suffering from their attacks. Nor 
are the soldiers who are sent to 
suppress the brigands, when they 
are sent, much less dangerous to the 
people than the brigands themselves; 
while the presence of large bodies of 
troops, more or less well-drilled, in 
the. neighbourhood of Tientsin is. a 
standing menace to the security of 
the Settlements, as has been shown 
in the various attacks that have been 
made on foreigners connected with 
the railways. Prevention is better 
than cure; anti-foreign riots are got 
up suddenly and a great deal of dam- 
age may be done in a little while ; and 
it seems to us that the foreigners in 
Tientsin. are fully justified in asking 
that as a measure of precaution they 
should be furnished this winter as on 
previous occasions with an armed 
guard.

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THE ENGLISH MAIL PAPERS.

Tax Daily Mail, the London halfpeony 
paper which has now reached a daily cireula- 
Yion of nearly 620,000, has the following 
lending article in’ its issue of the 11th 
ultimo, when the Transvaal ultimatum had 
just been received :-— 

‘The Boers have thrown off the mask and 
have declared that war on Wednesday which 
their deluded supporters in England con- 
sidored so impossible. ‘The great question 
as to whether the British or the Dateh shall 
rule in South Africa will, at ten minutes 
past threo to-day by English time, be com- 
mitted to the arbitrament of battle. 

Things may go badly with the Anglo- 
Saxon at the commencement of tho fight, but 
in the end he will beat the Dutchman in 
South Africa ashe has beaten him in many 
other parts of the world since the days when 
Holland was a great Power and Britain a 
comparatively small one. 

‘The superb expansion of the British Em- 
pire and the dwindling of the Dutch through- 
Sut the world have proved that, tbrain for 
brain, body for body, the English-speakiog 

ople are much more than a match for the 
Butchimany despite the superior trickery and 
cunning of the men of the Low Countries. 

‘Some one has said that, after all, a Boer 
is only a cunning kind of Englishman. But 
in the fight which wo have before us the 
Englishman has this vast advantage : he is 
fighting for the freedom of his people, for the 
right to speak his own language, to have his 
say in the ruling of his affairs, to carry a 
weapon if he chooses, to protect his woien 
from insult, to hold himself at least the equal 
of any man ia any country in which he lives. 

In the fight, the English.spesking man has 
oppored to him in South Africa and else- 
where all thore who hold shares in. mines 
and who fear that the Boer oppressors may 
destroy their machinery ; all the corruption 
that comes from the placing of unlit dl 
power in the hands of one dishonest man ; 
AIL the machinery of a huge socret, service 
fund, of a system which even in the heart 
of the Empire, even in London itself, employs 
bribed agents, bribed mectings und speakers, 
and a bribed Pres 

‘Agninst this kind of thing in different forms 
and in different ages we men of the British 
Isles have often fought, and, because we have 
hhad justice on our side, have won, 

‘And 0, though numbers are against us, 
though our troops are men newly landed in a 
strange climate, though weshall be hampered 
by Datch traitors in Cape Colony aud Natal 
who will secretly wound if they do not dare 
openly attack, we shall win. 

The fight is no longer for the mere question 
of afive-yoar or a two-year or even a ono- 
year franchise, but for equal rigits for all 
Thite men in’ South Africa.

States, it must have led immediately to war. 
Ie is fusg down to us by a petty Republic 
to which, as all Englishmen hold, wo stand 
in the relation of a paramount Power. In 
tone and in substance alike the document is 
one of studied and insolent defiance. The 
men who drafted it and sanctioned it were 
bent upon deciding their controversy with 
us by the sword, and by the sword it 
must now be decided. 

‘The Daily News, the recognised Liberal 
organ, says on the same date :— 

It is said that the Boers are fighting for 
their independence, and that the aim of 
Great Britain has been to force them into 
war. How can these statements be reconciled 
with the facts? President Kriiger has de- 
clared war because he preferred so to do rather 
than to accept a peaceful settlement. There 
isno getting away from this plain, simple issue, 
In the argumentative preface to his ultimatum 
President Kriiger complains of the British 
resolve to defend its subjects from oppression 
as a violation of the Convention of 1884, and 
denies the right of Her Majesty’s Govercment 
to make even diplomatic representations on 
their behalf, except in regard to matters 
specifically ‘reserved in the Convention. 
What a Hood of light this throws, we may 
remark in passing, on the sprit in which the 
‘Trausvaal Government received that Couven- 
tion and other marks of the magnanimity of 
the British Government! . “The par- 
amountey of Great Britain is unassailable.” 
But how could it be more directly assailed 
than by President Kriger’s present denial 
of the rights claimed by Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman and by his edict ordering British 
troops out of the Continent? ‘ What are 
we going to fight about” If we are driven 
to fight, it will be to protect Britistr subjects 
from oppression, to establish the equality of 
tho two white ‘races, and. to maintain our 
position in Sonth Africa, 

‘The Daily Chronicle thinks the ultimatum 
to be most unhappily worded, comparing 
in this respect with Mr. Chamberlain's dis- 
patches, but 

which ho fair-minded man can shut his 
eyes.” ‘The French Press is careful not 
to prophesy smooth things for England, 
‘The German Press is not generally friend- 
ly but it congratulates England on being 
again on good terms with the German 
Government. The Allgemeine Zeitung 
says, 

It is without parallel for a tiny State like 
the South African Republic to speak in such 
a manner tothe Government of one of tho 
mightiest nations in the world, and is, of 
course, calculated to excite tho anger ‘and 
pride of the British to theextreme. ‘The war 
Will bs conducted as one might expect it to 
be bya people so’ warlike, tenacious, and 
jealous of their position in the world as the 

jnglish ; that is, with the utmost energy till 
the annihilation of the enemy. And it must. 
be so conducted, becauso the prestige of the 
British throughout the world would immense. 
ly lose by avother Laing’s Nek or Majuba 
Hill, Nor must it be overlooked that France 
waits for the moment to revenge herself for 
oda, and that Russia would also find in 
‘a British defeat an encouragement to action 
somewhere. It follows that England in this 
war must oxort her utmost atrength, and that 
she must be victorious. 


‘The Globe of the 12th ultimo has the 
following note on the Consular Service in 
China:— 

So far os_it goes the appointment of Mr. 
Jamieson, already a member of our Consular 
service in China, to be Commercial Attaché 
in that_country. isa step in the right direc- 
tion. He will have no other work, it is to 
be presumed, than to collect personally such 
information as seems to be of value for the 
promotion of British trade, especially in the 
interior. In the discharge of this highly 
important duty Mr. Jamieson will necessarily 
have to be constantly on the move, to obtain 
accurate knowledge, at first kand, about local 
commercial requirements.

‘To carry out this reform in an efficient 
manner it is absolutely necessary that steps 
should be taken to supply our Consuls in 
China with a proper stall.

farthing. ‘Then again, the country will be 
hungering for news of all kinds, of military 
movements and military intentions espicially. 
Yet, if that appetite is satisfied by disclosures 
of Government secrets, the purveyors of 
those revelations will be guilty of something 
dangerously near treachery, and it is most 
emphatically to be desired that the editorial 
departments of newspxpers should examine 
every item of that kind of information with 
their eyes skinned, ‘There aro other soureas 
of intelligence, too, that will have to keep 
on thoir guard—we mean the Boor agents in 
this country, both avowed and unofficial, 


‘The Times of the 13th ultimo has a lead- 
ing article on tho crisis, in which it is ro- 
marked that Mr. Courtney would like our 
dispute with the Transvaal to be referred 
to dispassionate arbitrators. ‘The Times 
says — 

One naturally looks round to see where the 
dispassionate arbitrators are to be found in a 
caso like the present, ‘There are certainly no 
signs of thom on the Continent of Europe, 
and we are not sure that even Mr. Courtney 
could secure election as arbiter-general, ‘The 
Russian Sviet has just been warning its 
readers against magnanimous and philan- 
thropic Englisknen us being worse than the 
plague. It informs its readers that we habi- 
tually put up a few just men made perfect, 
such as Mr, Morley, Sir William Harcourt, 
and horribile dictu—Mr. Stead, to. protest 
against the iniquity of our policy. The simple 
and charitable foreigner at once says that 
England cannot be so black as she is paint- 
ed since she includes these noble-minded 
men, and, as soon as this effect is pro- 
duced and time has been gained by pro- 
ducing it, this perfidious country puts the 
puppets ‘away, io, their box and goes to 

musiness. Evidently the impartial arbitrator 
is not to be sought in a country capable of 
thinking that our noblest philanthropists 
thus play the part of bonnets for the wily 
Chamberlain or the domineering Sslisbury. 
The urbane ard always charming German 
Press does not hold out any better hope. It 
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is engaged just now in abusing us with one 
accord, and of course with its tongue in its 
cheek. For when we bave established order 
and liberty in the ‘Cransvaal, .who will be 
more prompt than the high-minded German 
to pocket hiis share of the gold 

charged with stealing? It highly 
amusing to read at the end of one of 
these German comminations that, if things 
were otherwise, Germany would no doubt go 
to. the assistance of these poor, innocent, 
idilen Boers ; but things being as they 
Germany must think of her own 
terests first,” and must stand by while 
might conquers right. In Fra jowever, 
they have discovered that there is’ yet hope 
for the world, since, according to the Liberté, 
the superiority of the Boers in artillery and 
rifles is such that, without losing a man, they 
will crush the miscrable English troops, who

The following Money Market note is

cent, higher, ‘Tho market is sill going 
cautiously, however, in the anticipation of 
further largo withdrawals of gold for the 
Cape, but both France and the United States 
are sending gold to this country. In New 
York there is aill some hesftation pending 
‘a clearer view of the consequences of war in 
the Transvaal, American operators being 
somewhat apprehonsive that the stoppage of 
the lurge supply of gold from the ‘Transvaal 
will increase the drain upon American gold 
resources and lead to the selling of securities 
on this side of the Atlantic in order to 
liquidate the large trade balance in favour of 
the United States. Until this selling has 
beon effected or its possibility removed the 
market in American railway securities is 
likely to be dull, although as we have fr 
quently pointed out, before very long a stead: 
advance in this department in inevitable. It 
is also argued by the Americans that even if 
there isa preliminary decline the fact that

understand, the ‘Transvaal question, are 
naturally anxious for the annihilation of the 
corrupt and incompetent Boer oligarchy. 
This not because they love us, but because 
the triumph of Great Britain means the 
doubling in value of their mining shares and 
trade interests, “All the leading French and 
German residents in the Transvaal are mine 
managers or merchants and have worked hand 








in glove from the beginning with the British. 
At the same time there are a number of Euro- 
pean adventurers who will go in for a gamble 
with the Boers, and it is to be hoped that 
our Foreign Office will address firm communi- 
cations to the Governments of Italy, Holland, 
Germany, and France with regard to the 
action of their subjects in the war. 

The black question will of course be a 
dangerous factor in the war, but it is one 
from which the Boers have a great deal more 
to fear than ourselves. Owing to the suspen- 
sion of operations by sixty-six mining com- 
panies, we read that “thousands of Kaffirs 
ure out of employment.” It is upon the Boers 
that the task will devolve of keeping these 
gentry in order during the progress of ‘the 
campaigo, and they will not find it an easy 
task. For as soon as employment ceases on 
the Rand it is not improbable that ‘the 





boys” will take to wandering about the |- 


country, where they will come upon farms 
homesteads and flocks practically unprotected 
except by women and children. ‘Then there 
aro the Basutos, and the Swazis, who do not 
love the Boer ; while neither Zalus nor the 
natives on the western frontier aro likely to 
assist white men that regard the right to 
wollop their boys as one of the inalienable 
privileges of a superior race. 

‘The first leading article in the Saturday 
is headed “The Last of Words,” and deals 
with the ‘Transvaal ultimatum. ‘The 
Saturday says that the insolence of this 
hhas been recognised not only by the Eng- 
lish, but by the American and Continental 
Press, ‘though of course the more rabid 
among the French and Russian organs 
rejoice over the insult.” As n matter of 
fact tho ultimatum, the Saturday says, is 
the best thing that could have happened 
for Great Britain, as it has practically 
united the conntry. This article shows 
among others how much the resources of 
tho Boers were undervalued. It thinks 
that they might give us a good deal 
anxiety for three weeks, but * they. wi 
collapse upon tho appearace of a largo 
army of regular troops, if indeed they have 
not melted away before the Army Corp 
approaches. If they advance in any 
strength in Natal they will probably bo 
surrounded, and an engagement in the open 
is what we desire.” "Mr. H. A. Henson 
sends a very interesting article on “Tho 
Society of Jesus,” showing how thoroughly 
this Society has captured the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

‘The first article in the Investors’ Review 
of the 7th ultimo is on “The Money Market 
and War,” and Mr. Wilson writes most 
pessimistically of the trouble in which the 
war is to involve us :— 

It is plainly towards a panic that this 
threatened South African conflict is driving 
us, ‘The demands made by our forces there, 




































when added to those poured in upon our mar- 
ket from all quarters of the world, may be just 
that last straw that will break ‘the delicate 


structure of our credit down. We seem- 
ingly about to enter upon this war—let us 
again point out with all possible earvestness— 
at a time when our own monetary necessities 
are urgent, and when every dependency that 
we possess, except possibly Canada, is leaning 
upon us for financial assistance, without 
which its affairs would fall into disarray, 
India is troubled with famine, and is, apart 
from that, so plunged into hopeless poverty 
thar it must have our capital in large amounts 
to keep its Government on foot.” Our Aus- 
tralian colonies all require money at our 
hands, and in_ present circumstances we can- 
not afford to give any one of them sixpence, 
except at prohibitive rates. Rates of interest, 
as they rise, increase the difficulties of all 
these dependencies, and render the main- 
tenance of their credit unbroken more and 
more difficult. Alongside these, as they may 
be called, domestic sources of anxiety, we 
have the indefinite demands of our foreign 
creditors upon us. Lavish purchasers always, 
we have now much less to set against our 
excessive buying than we had twelve months 
ago, thanks principally to our sales of 
interest-bearing American securities. ‘The 
slight comparative increase in the volume 
and value of our exports forms but a poor 
set-off against our excessive purchases, To 
cover the balance, having no great quantity 


























of securities now left to sell, we must_be 
prepared to find gold, and how can we find 
it with our main sources of supply cut off 
from us? ‘That is the problem that faces our 
credit market. It might not have becomo 
an acute one had we allowed things to 
slumber quietly in South Africa and the 
white races there to fuse themselves as they 
would have done into one free people, 
Proud of their connection with England. “By 
abandoning that policy and entering upon 
a coercive one that will involve to the 
country an expenditure of from two to three 
millions sterling a month, at a moderate 
estimate, we have to all appearance put a 
cope-stone upon our extravagance, and may 
find the payment of the bill moro than we 
can stand, without such a liquidation of our 
accumulated bankruptcies as they have not 
had to undergo for a generation, 

In his next article Mfr. Wilson repeats 

that the real motive of the war is to enable 
the Chartered Company to get hold of the 
Transvaal in order to save itself from col- 
lapse, and if it should succeed,  Johan- 
nesburg would be a city of the dead, de- 
prived of all individual enterprise, at the 
mercy of the millionaires just as complete- 
ly as Kimberley is now. 
_ ‘The London Letter of the 13th is full of 
interesting war news and plans, with brief 
biographical notices of the Boor leaders. 
It opens with an excellent article by Mr. 
Spenser Wilkinson headed “The Eve of 
War.” As regards the Boer forces he 
says . 

‘The two Bocr Republics are well supplied 
with money, arms, and ammusition, and I 
believe have collected large stores of sup 















ies. 


‘Their armies consist of their burghers, with a 
small nucleus of professional artillery, officers, 
and men, The total number of burghers of 
both States Is about 50, 
i 


), and that number 
swollen by the addition of non-Beitish 
landers who have teen induced to take 
arms by the offer of burghership. ‘The two 
States are bound by treaty to stand or fall 
together, and the treaty gives tho Command- 
in-Chief' of both armies to the ‘Transvaal 
Commander-in-Chief, who is, however, bound 
to consult his subordinate ‘colleague’ of the 
Orango Free State. The whole of tho 50,000 
burghers cannot take the field. Some must 
remain to watch the native population, which 
far outnumbors the burghers and is not woll 
affected. Some must be kept to watch the 
Basutos, who are aaxious to raid the Free 
State, and there will be deductions for sick 
and absentees as well as for the necessary 
duties of civil administration. ‘The forts 
of Pretoria, Jobannesburg, and Bloemfontein 
require permanent garrisons. In the absence 
of the accurate data obtainable in the case of 
an army regularly organised into tactical and 
administrative units, the most various esti- 
mates are currert of the force that the two 
States can put in.o the field as a mobile arm: 
available for attack as well as for defence, 
think 35,000 men a safer estimate than 25,000. 
Tho Boers are fighting for their political 
existence, which to their mirds is identical 
with their monopoly of political rights, and 
therefore their States will and must exert 
themselves to the uttermost. This view is 
confirmed by the action of th British military 
authorities, who estimate the British force 
necessary to disarm the Boer States at over 
70,000 men, a number which would secm dis- 
proportionate to a Boer fiold force of onl 
25,000. The British forces now in Sout] 
Africa ato in two separate groups. In Natal 
Sir George White has some 10,000 regular 
troops and 2,000 volunteers, the regulars being 
eight or nine infantry battalions, four regi- 
ments of cavalry, six field batteries, anda 
mountain battery. He appears to have no 
horse artillery. In the Cape Colony there are 
seven British battallions and, either landed - 
or on passage, three field batterie: 

of this force is scattered in small 
half a battalion each at points on the railways 
leading to the Freo State—Burghersdorp, 
Naawport, and Kimberley. At Mafeking 
Colonel Baden-Powell has raised a local force 
and has fortified the placo as well as its 
resources permit.

‘The fellowing notes are from the Spec- 
Litor of the 7th ultimo :-— 


During the past week there have been 
renewed efforts here to find some means for 
preventing the outbreak of hostilities, and 
for bringing about a compromise. We feel 
nothing but respect for those who have made 
one more effort in the cause of peace, but 
those efforts are, we fear, doomed to failure 
because they do not recogvise that President 
Kriiger does not mean to agree to a peaceful 
issue except upon conditions which even the 
‘extreme advocates of peace on this side admit 
that we cannot grant. When the differences 
between our contentions and those of the 
Boers are looked at superficially they seem 
narrow enough, hut unfortunately that is 
little help, for, though narrow, they are 
infinitely deep.’ The strongest proof that 
peuee is now impossible is to be found in two 
facts. The first is that Mr. Kriiger, as the 
correspondent of the Manch-ster Guardian 
has shown ina study of the President, is in 
fact supreme, The second is that at any 
time during the last few weeks the President 
might have had peace by making simple and 
reasonable concessions. That he did not 
moke such concession: that he would 
rather have war than part with that power 
which, it is impossible to deny, the con- 
cessions would oblige him and the Boers to 
share with the Oatlauders, Very much the 
samo thing happened at the outbreak of the 
American Civil War, Plenty of good and 
well-meaning people in the North wanted to 
make a compromise with the South, and 
thought it possible, because they did not 
realise that the Southern oligarchy had 
determined that they would do what they 
would with their own, and that they would 
not sllow any interference with their internal 
affairs on the part of the North. I: is the old 
story, War is never inevitabie unless two 
communities have determined on exactly 
opposite courses, When they have, it cannot 
be avoiled. The Boers are determined that 
they have a right to do what they will with 
their own, and that they will not really share 
power with others on any conditions that are 
not illusory. Such un attitude does not admit 
of coucessiou or compromise.

You 
cannot fight a ghost with a bludgeon, as 
Prinee Bismarck Yound, and the way to defeat 
Jesuits is to disbelieve in them. “Expelling 
them is mere waste of strength, for they 
always return under another name, and ate as 
formidable in exile as at home. ‘They were 
strong in Rome if anywhere, yet Romie rose 
against the Papacy. 

In its first leading article the Spectator 
suggests that while the Boer organisation 
is good enough for an army of 2,000 men, 
it will break down when the army 
numbers 20,000. But, it says propheti- 
cally, “tit is very possible that things may 































































go much worse than we have supposed, 
that the Boers will prove to have staying 
power as well as courage, and that we shall 
have a long and uphill ght. In any case, 
our duty is absolutely clear. The fight 
once begun, we must carry it through 
to the bitter end.

A PARLIAMENTARY TORNADO, 

A tornado haa just vistted thia port in the 
shape of Mr. Joseph Walton, M.P., who in 
the brief period of 36 hours consumed the 
energies of the greater part of the forei 
community, to say uothing of the whol 
slaughter of Chinese coolies in the ox 
tion of his inexhaustible demands. It will 
take some time before the human wreckage 
is rebuilt, bat you may be sure it will be 
erected on a firmer foundation to withstand 
the ouslaught of other tornadoes which the 
advent of sieamers is sure to briog. ‘To pay 
and receive vi; to collect all 
information retatiug to the commercial and 
political situation of Seechnan and Yno- 
nap, to sleep 12 hours and do it all in 
36 ‘hours is surely a feat unheard-of 
in the annals of history. Yet Mr. 
Joseph Walton, M.P., did this. For an 
MP. to see the situation in the West 
of China in the same light us foreigners 
resident there is perhaps a little too much 
to expect, but to be told by that M.P. 
that he is very well satisfied with having 
seen the whole of the Yangtze Valley, 
and to hear him express delight at the 
safety with which foreiguera can travel 
therein and go into ecstasies over 
the courtesy of the officials (Chinese) 
great and small, makes the Western 
foreign resident stare with open-mouthed 
astonishment, We sincerely hope that 
Mr. Walton will not return to Eng- 
land with the idea that the whole of 
the Yangtze valley which Great Britain 
claims as her sphere of influence is to be 
seen from the deck of the vessel by which 
he happens to travel up and down the 
Yangtze river. One would imagine it 
was necessary to travel some way into 
the interior of each province bordering the 
Yangtze river to claim the distinction 
of having seen the whole of the Yangtze 
valley. And again, we most sincerely 
hope for the safety of travellers in 
interior of China that Mr. Walton 
vill not retain the opinion which he ex- 
pressed to the foreigners here, which was to 
the effect that the Chinese sfficials were 
the essence of kindness and courtesy and 
that avyone could travel in China with 
perfect safety. 

‘THE PROTECTION OF FOREIGNERS, 

Lat Mr. Walton travel incoguito as a 
poor insignificant merchant, or a much 
Aespised missionary, anywhere in upeh 
or Szechuan with no protection but that 
furnished by a passport issued by the 
Consul and you bet if he ever returned to 
his seat in the House he would occupy the 
whole of any night devoted to the China 
Question in denouncing the rottenness of 
the Chinese Goverament and insisting upon 
the instant policing of the Yangtze valley for 
the protection of foreigners and their in- 
terests, 

‘tis worse than ecandalous the way protec- 
tion is withheld from foreigners in Western 
China, and if a proper enquiry were made 
by a commission selected for that purpose a 
unanimous verdict of “criminal neglect of 
the safety of foreigners by HIPs, Ministers 
at Peking” would be the result. Every case 
of assult on foreigners isduly reported to the 
‘Minister by the locul Consul, but because 
the long-suffering missionary (and it is he 
that is usually assaulted) refuses to complain 
no notice is taken of it aud other lives are 
imperilled thereby, and even when murder i 
‘committed the greatest pressure possible bas 
to be brought to bear upon the Minister 
before he deigns to move a finger in the 
matter, as witness the Flemming murder.

The following year Mr. Beauchamp and Mr. 
Parsons were most disgracefully assaulted. 
Tt is impossible to give the details, as 
‘they were so shocking. For a number 
of years following the missionaries had 
to ‘live in an inn. They did all 
they could to conciliate -the- people but 
with no effect and no foreigner, whether 
missionary or traveller, could pass thrgugh 
the city ithout being insulted and he 
was lucky if te got through without being 
assaulted. In 1898 the mission secured a 
house again, but evidently much to the 
annoyauce of the people, for the attacks 
commenced again with renewed vigour. 
Dr. Puen, his wife and children, were 
attacked iu March, Mr. Platt was shortly 
after assaulted and later in the year was 
seriously injured by another attack. In 
August of the same year the house was 
destroyed and Messrs, Evans and Jennings 
narrowly escaped with their lives. Again 
the missionaries forgave the people and a 
new house was secured by the aid of the 
officials, but the insults still continued and 
culminated in a grand riot in August of 
this year, The whole of the officials part- 
icipated in this riot and not one made the 
slightest attempt to stop it. The Ficame 
out and had a look and returned to hi: 
yamén without interfering. The Pahsien 
Tofused to send runners when they were 
sent for and the chiajén absolutely refused 
to do anything. 


‘The ringleader in this last riot is a well- 
known man named Chang Shio Lao Shi 
‘The silk weavers’ guild were the instigators 
of the riot which was based upon the 
ridiculous stories of missionaries eating 
children, During all these years not a 
single thing hus been done to punish the 
offenders and it re is to be seen if the 
authorities at Peking will insist upon any 
steps being taken to punish the offenders in 
this instance, In the whole history of riots 
in Szechuan (aud it is a pretty big one) 
there is not a more disgraceful record than 
this, thanks to the supineness of our much- 
vaunted diplomatic service. That it will be 
added to we have no doubt whatever unless 
drastic measures are at oace taken by our 
representatives at Peking,

of assault is that ef Mr. H. Warburton 
Davidson of the Friends’ Mission who arriv- 
‘ed here on the 14th September,in a wonnded 
condition, having narrowly ed death 
at the hands of an infuris Chinese 
crowd. He had been itinerating in the 
‘Tongchuan prefecture, 7 days north of this, 
and on the 6th of September visited a 
temple in the market town of Ulungeh‘en. 
The crowd becoming rude and ill-usiog him 
and his native helper, he left the temple 
and went to aninn. It was soon crowded 
and the people threatened to pull dowa the 
house. He then was urged to leave the 
town, which he did amidst the hooting, 
stone-throwing crowd. He made a run for 
it and got into the country where he was 
followed, but he failed to find a road that 
led away and the hostile crowd gathered 
after him, who stoned and beat him in a 
paddy field. After a while he regained the 
road and ultimately got a boat, by which he 
twas enabled to return to the mission house 
in Soehung 60 @i distant, Mr. and Mrs, J. 
Mason, who were there, brought him dowa 
by boat to this city. None of the wounds are 
of a very serious nature, except one on the 
back of the head evidently inflicted with a 
sword, which, had it been a little deeper, 
would ‘have certainly proved fatal. 
Davidson, as might be expected, has sustain- 
eda severe nervous shock from which it will 
be some considerable time before he may be 
expected to recover. I understand thatan 
indemnity has been paid, but the punish- 
ment of the ringleaders and. persons re- 
sponsible still remains to be exacted.

DISTURBANCES ON THE LI FRONTIER. 

A call was recently issued for Volunteers 
to quell the disturbances in the interior; 
about 300 citizens responded and, being fur- 
nished with new vests, presented quite a 
soldierly appenrance as they paraded through 
the streets of Kiungchou. “The Taotai sailed 
across to Kuangehouwan last week to look 
after the trouble there between the French 
and the Chinese, . 

KITE FLYING. 

This is the season for kite-fying and 
seemingly the Chinese have nothing to learn 
in this line. Overhead on every side may 
be seen kites of all shapes: birds, fish, cen- 
tipedes, butterflies, geometrical Agures in 
aquares, triaugles and cylinders, and varying 
in size from one to sixty feet in length, 
Some of the large rectangles are decorated 
with characters or pictures ; one of the most 
characteristic of the latter was a pig with 
four little ones; none of the Northern razor- 
backs, but a genuine saddle-backed pig, oue 
of the Island’s chief products. Aside from 
the olian harp attachments, the sport of 
kite-fiying is varied by the attachment of 
lanterns in the evening and of fire-crackers 
in the day time. By an ingenious arrange- 
ment of a butterfly kite running on the 
string of a larger kite, a bunch of fire- 
crackers with a stick of lighted incense is 
sent high into the air before going off. 

‘THE TYPHOON. 

Last month’s typhoon did very. little 
damage aside from bowing down a few rat 
sheds, and we are hoping the typhoon sea- 
son is over for this year.

THE M. E. CHURCH. 

The thirty-third annual meeting of the 
Central China Mission of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church convened at Nanking, in 
formal session, on Monday, the 6th of 
November. The preceding day was includ- 
ed in the session, although the meeting had 
uot yet orgarised. Bishop Earl Cranston 
who presided at all of the sessions preached 
on the Sabbath both to Chinese aud English 
audiences, as well as ordaining two of the 
members, the Rev. H. F. Rowe and Rev. Sit 
‘Tsiin-chen, the former as a deacon, the Jatter 
as an elder in the Church. 7 

‘The reports from the field were, in general, 
suggestive of hard work on the part of both 
the foreign and native brethren. In some 
parts unusual difficulties have been encoun- 
tered, while in others everything has seemed 
to favour the missionary in charge, The 
fields showing the greatest advancement 
this year are situated in two different parts 
of the Mission, one in and around the capital 
of Kiangsi province, Nanchangfu; the other 
‘at Hochou, north of the river, abou: forty 
miles north-west of Nanking. Ia both of 
these places the increase has been compara- 
tively large, and the advancement towards 
selfsupport ‘bas been equally rent 

The Rev. BI, C, Wilcox from Foochow, 
with several of the native pastors from that 
district, and also the Rev. Spencer Lewis, 
the superintendent of the Methodist Mission 
in West China, were present and addressed 
the Meeting. ieee 

‘There were but few changes in appoint- 
ment, the principal ones being: the Rev. 
James Jackson from Kiukiang to Wubu as 
Presiding Elder; the Rev. H. F. Rowe from 
Wahu to Nanchangfu; and the Rev. J. F. 
Newman from Wuhu to Kiukiaug. 

Another change of importance to the 
mission was the establishing of five Pre- 
siding Elder districts instead of three, as 
follows; Chinkiang district, with Edward 
S. Little in charge; king with Dr, 
Geo. A. Stuart; Wuhu, with Jas, Jackson 5 
Kiukiang with’ R, E. Maclean; and Nau- 
changtu, with D. W. Nichols. This is a 
change that has been needed for some time, 
for the districts have been entirely too 
large for any one man to effectually work. 

Bishop Cranston goes from us with the 
heartiest thanks for,the pains he has taken, 
and with the best wishes of all those with 
whom he has been associated in Central

DROUGHT AND FEVER. 

The long-continued drought in this part 
of Shantung is accompanied by a strange 
epidemic fever which, in lieu of a more 
accurate term, our doctors call dengue. 
‘Thus far it has not proved dangerous to life, 
but seeing that half the population in 
afflicted with it, its proving a nuisance, to 
say the least. Even foreigners are_not 
exempt from its discomforting qualms, Rain 
is in great demand and the sound of the 
theatre orchestra greets the traveller's ear at 
frequent intervals. ‘This is the Chinese 
way of whistling for a shower. 

A RELIC OF THE STONE AGE. 

‘A stone axe was shown me the other day 
which n Chinese had picked up on a hill- 
side, five miles south of Chingchoufu city. 
It is a perfect specimen and is of hard, green 
stone of a sort not indigenous to the 
locality. ‘This is a most interestivg find, 
for it is identical in shape and material with 
many specimens the writer has seen from 
other parts of the world, A similar imple- 
ment ‘was picked up some years ago by a. 
missionary at Ch‘anglo city, twenty miles 
west of here. The Chinese consider these 
as freaks of nature, and it would be 
interesting to know what other finds they 
have made of such antiquities, The axe 
fit alluded to above is now the property 
of an English missionary at Chingchoufu,

THE WEATHER. 

‘The long spell of dry weather was broken 
on the 2nd and 3rd instant and this morn- 
ing by an abortive attempt at rain, which 
while adding nothing to the water supply 
and quite failing to lay the dust has 
rendered the atmosphere moist and muggy.

Clause 
9 was passed with a slight addition, and 
clauses 10 to 14 inclusive were passed as 
they stood. The Council then resumed, 
the Rating Bill was read a third time and 
passed, and the Council adjourned to the 
18th instant. 

HANDSOME GIFT TO THE CITY HAUL. 

The City Hall is a bare, desolate, deserted, 
stucco structure, which in a way belongs to 
no one and is nobody’scare. The City Hall 
committee, which represents the few remain- 
ing original shareholders and the subscribers, 
does its best, but its efforts are mainly 
confined to making both ends meet, to 
Keeping the plaster fairly clean and sound 
(it is uow heing colour washed), and to fend 
Of the ravages of white ants, to which the 
building is very subject. It ought to have 
been built of stone, brick, concrete, and 
iron, but the supports are muinly timber. 
‘There are few temptations to residents to 
endow such a place with yifis, and with the 
exception of a ghastly looking representa 
tion in oils in St. Andrew's Hall of the 
Duke of Edinburgh, there are no decora- 
tious on the ‘walls of the various rooms 
and halls, Sir Thomas Jackson has 
now come forward as a donor, and 
lias presented a large portrait of Her 
‘Majesty in oils to the building. At present 
it lies in the packing case, and I have not 
seen it, 80 can say nothing more about it. 
‘There is hardly auy wall space in either St. 
George's or St. Andrew's Hull, but I suppose 
a place will be found fur it in the former. 
Atany rate that is the most suitable place, 
unless it is intended for the Chamber of 
Commerce Room. 

‘THE CHINESE XEFORMER. 

Kavg Yii-wei, the Chinese reformer 
arrived in Hongkong on the Ist instant i 
the steamer Kawachi Maru {rom Moji 
Japan. He and his followers are dressed 
in European costume. Ho is staying quietly 
here for the present, but what his pl 
are, ofcourse, Lam unable to say. He will 
not, however, be allowed to make this 
colony a base for any plans for any move- 
ment against the Chinese, Government, 
Nor do I suppose he bas any such plans. 
To be successful in his reform cruside he 
must get the assistance of some influential 
Chinese officials. Any movement by the 
people is sure to prove abortive. 

OUTRAGE AND ROBBERY AT THE PEAK. 

The robbers who have for some time 
been preying on the city below bave recent- 
ly climbed to the Peak in search of plunder. 
About 9 p.m. on the Ist instant a gang of 
seven or eight Chinese, armed with knives, 
entered the house of the signalman at 
Victoria Peak during his absence and laid 
hands on property valued at $12.

It is 
admitted on every hand that the ‘Transvanl 
Goverument has placed itself hopelessly 
in the wrong, and that there is but one 
thing for this country to do—t» prosecute 
the war which the Boers have foreed upon 
us as energetically as possible ; to. make 
it a short war, and to compel’ a lasting 
settlement of the trouble whieh has kept 
South Africa in a state of unrest for 
eighteen years. ‘There is even very little 
difference between the two great political 
parties as to the settlement which should 
he effected when the war is over. Of 
course, there are extreme sections on both 
sides—on the one hand, the Jingoes,” 
whose main idea is to ‘Avenge Majuba 
Hill” and inflict a heavy chastisement on 
th» Boers, un the other, the “Peace at 
any price” party, who would have us 
sacrifice anything in order to prevent wat 
Bat the rabid Jingoes are a comparatively 
I body, and “the Peace-at-any-price 
arty is almost infinitessimal. 

LORD ROSEBERY'S FIRST UFTERANCE. 
‘The great ‘k of both parties are in 
agreement with the somewhat tardily ex- 
pressed opinion of Lord Rasebery : * With- 
out attempting to judge ue policy which 
concluded peace after the reverse of Maju- 
ba Hill, I am-bound to state my profound 
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conviction that there is no conceivable 
Government which could repeat it.” Lord 
James of Hereford, who was in the middle 
of a speech at Aberdeen when he received 
the news of the Boer ultimatum. seized the 
opportunity at the end of a patriotic haran- 
gue to promise as far as he could in the 
name of the Govenment chat the war 
should be humanely conducted, and that 
when it was terminated counsels of mode- 
ration should prevail. 
OUR SIMLITARY PREPARATIONS.

Even Mr. Leonard 
Courtney, one of the most extreme of the 
pense voiced the universal satisfaction 
that the erisis had found us, perhaps, better 
prepared for the war than we ever were 
hefore in the whole history of the country. 
And there is no fear of the Government 
making the old mistake of under-estimnt- 
ing in the first instance the magnitude 
of the tusk before them.

patched to South Africa than has ever 
been sent out before. At the moment of 
writing we are still awaiting the fi 
the first shot, though nearly forty-eight 
hours have passed since the 
expired.

THE FIRST SHOT.

Although the Church Congress is this 
year held in London, and the attendance 
is enormously in excess of that at any 
previous Congress, the war news has so

The Cobden Club has just rec 
Intest of a succession of blows 
of Lord Farrer, who was elected President 
of the Club after the dexth of its founder, 
Mr. Thomas Bayley Potter, Cobden’s 
successor in the representatitin of Roch- 
dale. Although tie was eighty years old 
Lord Farrer had lost none of his vigour or 
tenacity of view. He imbibed his strong 
Free Trade principles from his long service 
in the Board of Trade of which he was for 
many years the permanent head. After- 
wards ha was a prominent member of the 
Progressive Party: on the London County 
Council, and for a time its Vice-Chairman ; 
but-ho was always rexdy to oppose to’the 
uttermost the Trade Union section of the 
party when they advocated schemes 
opposed to the orthodox principles of 
political economy. On these questions: he 
never faltéred, either as a County Coun- 
cillor or as one of the handful of Radical 
members of the House of Lords. He was 
an able.and lucid writer,on Free ‘rade ;

Political opponents.

WAR ITEMS. 
‘A great deal has been said during the 
past few years with regard to the desire of 
some of our colonies for absolute freedoin. 
“The children have grown up," we are 
told, ‘and desire to fly away and fend 
entirely for themselves.” Those who have 
so decidedly expressed this opinion must 
have had food for serious meditation during 
the Inst few days, as it would be impossible 
to construe the magnificent offers of help 
which were received by her Mnjesty’s 
Government, at the very first rumour of 
the dreaded word * war,” as prompted by 
any other motive than’ that of tlhe most 
ardent loyalty to the mother country. 
From Canada and Australia such bountiful 
offers have been received that it has only 
been deemed advisable for the present to 
accept them in part—even Jamaica, who 
‘one woold have thought had internal needs 
for all her money, has volunteered to send 
out her militin force—which offer needless 
to remark has been graciously declined— 
but all goes to prove the anity of this 
great enipire of ours. In town during the 
ast few days the exhibition of loyalty has 
een something wonderful. At the matinée 
at Drury Lane theatre Inst Wednesday the 
band played “ Rule Britannia” soon after 
three o'clock, just the hour when the 
Boer “time limit” expired. ‘The enthu- 
sinsm shown was beyond description. At 
the Queen’s Hall Promenade Concerts a 
piece is played nightly called ‘ Reminis- 
cences of England,” Rule Britannia occurs 
in it and invariably has to be repeated, 
followed by the National Anthem which is 
sung by the entire audience and evokes 
storms of applause. At the Alhambra a 
similar piece is included in the bill and 
in it occurs the well-known air “Soldiers 
of the Queen.” One night last week a 
member of the corps of New South Wales 
Lancers was present in the houso and 
‘sang this patriotic ditty from a box, with 
fa result which can be better imagined 
than described. This was repeated by 
request on Saturday and the house was 
packed for the occasion. 
On Tuesday these gallant Lancers, who 
over here for a course of six 
ion, left for South 
Aftien, their send-off being one which they 
will never forget. Their march from 
Waterloo through the city to Fenchurch 
Street, was one long triumphal procession 
—a cheer which never ceased. At the Man- 
sion House a halt was made and the Lord 
Mayor addressed a few parting words to 
them and wished them ‘God Speed.” At 
Fenchurch Street they were received by 
the Grenadier Guards and quite a number 
of notabilities assembled to bid them fare- 
well, Earl Carrington and Lord Hampden 
(both former Governors of N.S.W.) being 
included in the list. When they left their 
native shores they little thought that 
































active service might be included in their 
instruction lessons. 

Not only from her colonies does our 
Government receive help in her time of 
need. Only 24 hours ayo the Lord Mayor 
at the request of Mr. Chamberlain appeal- 
ed for aid for the unfortunate refuzees 
who have flocked into Natal and Capo 
Colony from the Transvaal and who are 
mostly destitute; already the sum promised 
amounts to £25,000—to-morrow it will 
probably be nearly double that. In the 
sane way, Lord Wantage has asked for 
help for the Red Cross Society who in the 
event of war will send out extra surgical 
aid and wurses; in one day he has had 
£14,000 promised. A touching incident of 
the refugee fund is, although the list opens 
with contribution from Mr. Whitaker

tribute 4 shillings, one shilling each, and 
this they promise to continue weekly 
should the war come. 


THE PARLIAMENT OF THE CHURCH. 

I saw it recorded that in addition to 
invited guests 40,000 tickets had been 
purchased for the meetings of the Church 
Congress which ix being held this week 
at the Albert Hall—the first Church 
Congress ever held in London. I can 
quite believe it, as everywhere one 
goes there seem ‘to be Clergymen, ac- 
companied by their sisters, cousins’ and 
aunts (a good many aunts). Even at The 
Degencrates (Mrs. Langtry’s successful 
lay xt the Haymarket) on Wednesday 
Fifid's clergynten ‘next tone. and say 
another quite clese by—it isnot a 
highly moral play. I wondered what the 
gentlemen of the cloth thought of it. On 
Monday which wax a kind of grand re- 
hearsal day the Bishop of London gave an 
address to women only. There were be- 
tween five and six thousand of us present, 
but his Lordship did not seem in the 
least embarrassed. He gravely announced 
that “Men aro very stupid people com- 
pared with women.” ‘There I must venturo 
to disagree with him, however, it sounded 
nice, though the air with which it was 
said’ failed to carry conviction. ‘The 
address was mainly for the benefit of 
married women, or thoso meditating 
matrimony. The Bishop gare a very tell- 
i je description of the married man 
He comes home 
tired and worried, may bo something 
‘as gone wrong in’ the city, or he has 

mething on his mind.” "He grumbles 
at his wife, complains of the least thing for 
which she ean be held responsible and 
makes things generally uncomfortable. 
“Do not mind him,”. says Dr. Creighton, 
“it’s only his way of beginning a-conver: 
tion.” As regards tiffs his Lordship urged 
wives to “always be the first to make 
it up.” The whole discourse aimed at 
showing the overwhelming influence of the 
wonian in the well-being of the household. 
From the days of my childhood I have 
always heard that to “feed the brute” (a 
quotation, not mine own) was the panacea 
for all ‘the shortcomings of married 
ife, but_now to that must be added “do 
mind him, it’s only his way of. be- 
gining a conversation"—we are getting 
on! 

ECOLESIASTICAL ART EXHIBITION. 

In addition, or rather in connection with 
the Congress the lovers of ecclesiastical 
objects of art are having a great treat this 
week, a8 to commemorate the meeting 
of the Congress in London, special trouble 

een taken to make, this annual 
ion even moye. interesting . than 
usual. In the enormous multitude of 
objects brought, under notice I, was most 
fascinated with « collection of old city 
registers’ and vestry hooks most of them 
opened at dates of great importance in, the 
world’s history. One item in the Church- 
warden’s cent book at the Church of 
St. Christopher le Stocks told” how they 
paid “For ringing when Babbington with 
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th'other traitors were apprehended and were 
taken, and also, hen the Queen of Scotts 
wasbcheaded (this word isstruck through with 
the pen and the entry continues) proclamyd 
conspirator to the Queen and our realme §.” 
‘The vestry minute book of the same church 
is opened at the date of the great plague and 
shows the signature of Dr. Ralph Harrison 
the then rector of the parish and Robert 
Michel, Scrivener, both of whom died of 
the plague three days later. It is curious 
to notice that when people died of the 
plague it is invariably so stated in the 
Tegister—also occasionally a note is added 
telling how they caught it, I noticed in 
tho record of the deaths of Henry 
Bainbrygge, Alderman and clothworker, 
\d his brother William, it is stated that 
they died of the plague ‘introduced 
into the house by an apprentice.” ‘These 
books aro all exhibited by Dr. Edwin 
Freshfield and it was owing to the 
courtesy of his assistant that I was 
able to inspect them so thoroughly. 
‘There are endless other books of interest, 
a number of Bibles containing curious 
misprints, ‘The ‘ Standing Fishes Bible” 
where the quotation “and it shall come 
to pass that the fishers shall stand,” is 
printed “fishes”; The ‘‘idle shepherd” 
where the printing should be “idol” ; 
the Vinegar Bible” where the word used 
should be “vineyard,” and many others, 
all collected by the Rer. J.C. Taylor. A 
wonderful collection of Beadles’ staves is 
to be seen, mostly from City churches 
and all very curious relics of a bygone 
age. ‘There is a magnificent lot of church 
plate and an altar frontal to be used 
at St. Cuthbert’s, Kensington, is truly 
wonderful, the jewels alone in'it must 
should think be worth many pounds. 














ANOTHER INTERESTING EXHIDITION 
is now going on in the new gallery where 
the Society of Arts and Crafts, under the 

residency of Mr. Walter Crane, are hold- 
ing their sixth triennial gathering of 
objects of arts—one room is, most fitting- 
ly, reserved for the exhibition of the works 
of the late William Morris to whose efforts 
the society mainly owes its birth. In the 
centre a huge pile carpet of splendid 
design is to be seen and tho walls are 
hung with tapestries, brocades, chintzes, 
and designs for the same. La Belle Isewlt, 
said to bo the only picture Morris ever 
painted, is hung in o prominent postion 

wut the qualities which make a great 
designer are evidently not those required 
for a painter of pictures, or perhaps I 
should say handicap him. ‘The conception 
of the work is excellent but the method 
needed to carry it through was evidently 
lacking. Morris was fortunate in that he 
realised this so early and confined his 
Inbours to that branch of his art for which 
he possessed undoubted talent. 

‘There are numerous things of interest to 
boseen. Furniture, mostly too quaint to bo 
adaptable to every day use, china, glass, 
pottery, jewellery, enamel work, wrought 
iron, brass, copper, in fact something of 
coversthing that comes under the nomencla- 
ture of art. The President exhibits two 
coloured plaster friezes one representing 
“The Genius of Mechanical Invention ® 
and the other “The Genius of Electricity.” 
Both sre rather crude and garishand to my 
mind badly finished ; far more interesting 
are his designs for children’s books, some 
of which aro excellent. 

Book-binding is well to the fore and 
some beautiful specimens are shown, 
notably Chaucer's works bound in white 
pigskin from a design by the late Wiliam 
Morris, and La Morte d’arthur which has 
a lorely cover painted on vellum by the 
late Sir E, Burne Jones. The printing of 
most of the works exhibited has been done 
by the Kelmscott press, though some is 
done by hand and is exquisite. 

A mahogany stiting-table took my fancy 
very much. In form, it somewhat resembled 
a large iron-bound trunk on a stand, the 














metal binding being most artistic ; inside 
were three cupbords beautifully inlaid with 
a design of tulips in some natural wood of 
a purple tint, when open these revealed 
drawers likewise inlaid in the same way, 
and the left hand cupboard contained an 
electric light which moved to suit the 
convenience of the writer. A most in- 
yenious contrivance which entirely appealed 
to me below the cupboards was a leather 
covered writing-board which worked in 
the usual way.

‘What an influence the Stage has in the 
world of fashion ; if wo trace the career of 
a fashion, how often we find its birth in 
the theatre; for the popular form of 
headgear rumoured for this winter we have 
to thank (xt least some will) Miss Edoa 
May ; for a modified form of bonnet worn 
by this popular young actress is the new 
shape for the season. Itiscalled the “Edna 
May" and mostly shown in black velvet, 
with numerous black and white plumes ; it 
is quite off the face in frout and fits tightly 
over the hair at the back, finished with 
black chiffon strings; but’ to Ye Ladyes 
Faire I give a ivord of caution, if you are 
not especially favoured by nature wit 
baby face and pretty soft hair, don 
say, invest in an **Edna May 
there are so many other pretty shapes to 
be worn; quite the newest picture hat 
from Paris is somewhat of a ‘Trelawney 
with » high crown, trimmed low with many 
plumes, and worn at decided angle, which 
makes ‘a considerable difference to the 
exactness with which the Trelawney has to 
bo put on, A curious and marked feature 
in this autumn’s millinery, is the trimming 
of velvet and felt hats’ with tulle, also 
fur toques, a fashion which Dame Fashion 
decrees will last right through the 
winter ; if one is allowed to say 50, a 
more unsuitable material for the change- 
able English climate you could not find 
than tulle, I saw a charming little sablo 
toque the other day, its ouly trim. 
ing being one of the new tulle f 
thers; at a distance one can hardly dis- 
tinguish them from real ostrich, so beauti- 
fully are they made; another cunning 
imitation takes the form of silk aigrettes ; 
these no doubt have been brought in, 
as so many people have set their faces 
against wearing the real aigrette. ‘Toques 
remain rather large and decidedly broad, 
and they mostly boast of fairly high 
crowns. A dainty model of this type was 
made with a pale blue velvet crown 
with the tiniest brim of sable, split in 
the frout, where its only trimming was a 
large rosette of pale blue shaded velvet. 
Rosettes for the winter have curiously 
pointed centres, the material being gathered 
four or five times and drawn up very tight 
and allowed to stand out in a point from 
the middle of the rosette; these aro very 
much in favour, and some of the simple 
hats are trimmed entirely with these in 
shaded colours. Violets are again very 
mauch to the front, but of a much larger 
make than those used last year, and not 
tied up in the tight market bunch. This 
winter's violets are not made after Naturo's 
pattern, but nevertheless are very effective 
for millinery. Last year’s combination of 
purple and pale blue is still much favoured, 
anda very pretty combination it is too, 
orange and grey are again wor, especial- 
ly in millinery. The shops are full of 
dainty oddments for smartening ourselves 
up, a pretty and useful idea is a plain 
shaded velvet collar, with a little sequin 
or bead trimming, which you can put 
over any collar. Another neck dainty is 
a collar of coarse lace with bands of black 
































velvet, this is worn over a bright-coloured 
collar, cuffs are made to match these collars. 


Velvet sailor knot ties are just in, they 
are tied with ribbon velvet about an inch 
and-a-half in width. Isew a most attrac- 
tive little front made from a mauve ban- 
danna handkerchief in Regent Street, and 
T heard on very good authority they ‘were 
only just iv. I will try to describe as 
nearly as possible how it was made as it 
would be a useful accessory for anyone to 
have ; the two opposite corners were cut 
off about two inches from the point, these 
were put on one in the middle of the neck, 
the other at the middle of the waist line 
with the points toward each other, at tho 
neck downwards, at the waist upwards, then 
cut the handkerchief in half which will 
leave almost a three-cornered piece, this you 
put on down the side tinder the arms, round 
the arm hole on the shoulder a little way 
along the neck, and then you take tho ends 
and tie them ‘into & knot and fasten with 
a paste buckle, the collar is covered with 
any small, fragment you can spare froin 
the armhole, there is sufficient in ono 
handkerchief to make a remarkably unique 
front. Furs, at all times delightful and 
dear to the heart of woman, aro to have a 
great innings this winter, grey and white 
fox sets the shop windows are crammed 
with, which although very pretty, will 
become tov common and too easily 
imitated to be worn amongst. tho 
dressed. Tho neck fur is finished with 
a fox head, and another reposes on 
the muff, and a big fut brush hangs down 
on the right side of the muff; in whito they 
look charming, but in smutty London, how 
long would they remain’ so? I must just 
mention « few things in the magnificent 
toilettes worn by Mra, Langtry and the 
beautiful Miss Lily Hanbury. ‘Tho latter 
looks superb in the first act in an all-black 
ening dress, the body and skirt of which 
was entirely’ covered with sequins, the 
train was of frills of chiffon, long and’ nar- 
row. The only striking feature in Mrs, 
Langtry's first dress was a trail of white 
roses which hung from her left. shoulder, 
right down on her train, it gives a very 
pretty effect and one easily put on to 
freshen up an old gown.

IMPERIAL DECREE.

I, the Empress Dowager, have read with 
surprise and indignation a memorial from 
the Censor, Hsii Shih-chia, in which he 
denounces the practice of plurality of posts 
to the single individual Minister, and asks 
that ‘‘a change be made in the old regula- 
tions which now are a burden on the State.” 
For over 200 years, over since the reign of 
the Emperor Yung Ching and the institution 
by him of the Grand Council, it has been 
the practico of this dynasty to sclect the 
ablest men from the Grand Secretariat and 
Six Boards to fill posts in the said Council, 
‘and, in consequences, this has now become 
‘an institution of the dynasty. With re- 
ference to the Tsungli Yamén also, it has 
boon, the practice to select only men from 
the Six Boards who have shown fitness 
for the special work required to fill the 
responsible posts therein, and so far the 
practice has always been found to work 
admirably. Our high Ministers thus 
selected, havo always been patriotic enough 
to accept extra work without extra re- 
muneration, and have ever done their duty 
to their Sovereign, How is it then that 
I now find a Censor writing in such a 
strain? Although a Censor's duty is to 
memorialise the Throne on all subjects he 
must yet carefully consider what such 
subjects shall be and not talk at random. 
I forgive the above-named Censor his 
misdemeanour this time, but shall expect 
in the future that, unless he has proper 
proof of what he writes upon, no Censor 
shall hereafter memorialiso the Throne, as 
he will be held responsible for his charges.

on throughout the Empire. I decided this 
way because I felt that the high provincial 
authorities being on the spot could have 
every information at first hand and so eould 
decide in a much quicker manner than if, 
according to the old custom, the Tsungli 
Yamén, many miles away, had to be first 
communicated with ; while the time taken 
to investigate and settle matters would be 
interminable, giving the litigants much 
proper cause for complaint. I see nothing 
undesirable in my decision and if only the 
high Mimisters and officials do their re- 
spective duties properly and be of mutual 
help to each other, the saving of time 
aimed at could easily be accomplished. 
Indeed the successful accomplishment of 
my object does not depend upon tho 
innovation commanded by me, but really 
upon the calibre and conscientiousness 
of the officials entrusted with these duties. 
‘There is, therefore, no reason why there

disorders; and that it has been agreed 
‘upon not to allow the passage of troops 
through the Settlements without previous 
notice to the Senior Consul, in order that 
the Municipal police may ‘be notified to 
keep order in the places where they pass ; 
and finally that it would be desirable that the 
above mentioned steps be adopted. In reply, 
I have to say that the Chinese troops 
ure forbidden, when removed from one 
place to another, to canso disorders either 
inside or outside of the Settlements; the 
military laws are very severe on. this poiut 
which ‘must be strictly observed. As the 
Chinese troops that passed through the Settle- 
ments lately have disregarded the rules, and 
taking into consideration the valuable reasons 
given in your communication, I decided to 
order all ‘the Commanders of military garri- 
‘sons that, in future, all the troops:that have 
to pass through the Settlements must be well 








handled in order to avoid disorders, and also, |° 


before the passage, to inform the Taotai of 
Shanghai, 80 that the Senior Consul and the 
‘Municipal Council may be informed to take 
the necessary precautions.

‘The annual meeting of this Club was 
held on Wednesday evening at the Shang- 
hai Club. 

Mr. E. S. Perrott, the Master, presided, 
and in nioving the adoption of the report 
and accounts congratulated the members 
upon the success of the past season, and 
the near approach of another, Last winter 
eighteen events came off, including four- 
teen paper hunts, two point-to-point 
steeplechases, the annual handicap, and 
the race meeting.

YOCHOU. 
To the Editor of the 
Norta-Ctsa Damy News. 

| Sm,—An account, however brief, of a 
visit just paid to Yochou by Mr. Greig 
and inysell may interest. some of yout 
many readers. This was my fifth visit to 
Hunan and fourth to Yochou. On my first 
visit, in 1880, Mr. Archibald and myself 
were pelted out of Yochou by an infurinted 
mob, On my 1d visit, in 1883, I was 
accompanied again by Mr. ‘Archibald, and 
jwe passed though a similar experience. 
Ou my third visit, in 1897, I was accom- 
| panied by Mr. Sparham, ‘Our object in 
ing Yochou on that occasion was to see 
the local officials with the view of effecting n 
‘settlement wt the place. We were enrried 
into and out of the city in sedan-chairs, 
ovided for us by the district masistrate,

L found it difficult to believe my eyes and 
ears, It seemed too good to he true ! 

Our object in visiting Yochou this time 
was ts purchase land and houses with the 
| cies of establishing a mission there in 
connection with the London Missionary 




























































Society. Mr. Péng Lan-seng, our native 
evangelist in the Sixng valley, was sent 
ahead to find out how the Jand lay, and to 
ptepare the way for our coming. We soon 
received a letter from him, telling us 
that he had called on the officials, that they 
had given him a very hearty reception, and 
that they had expressed themselves not 
only as willing but anxious that we should 
come and establish a mission at the place. 
He told us also that several houses were 
offering, and that the owners would be only 
too glad to sell to foreigners. He gave a 
glowing description of the wonderful 
change that had taken place in the 
attitude of both officials and people, 
and begged us to come up with as little 
delay as possible and take possession, In 
response to this call, Mr. Greig and myself 
left Hankow on the 26th ultimo., at about 
half-past 5 p.m.,by the Tentsing, one of the 
Viceroy's little steambonts, and arrived at 
Yochou on the following afternoon, at about: 
half-past four. On our arrival we found 
the landing covered with hunting in honour 
of the occasion. An official boat came off 
to take us on shore, and we were carried to 
our ino in twosedan-chairs—both chairsand 
chair-bearers having been provided by the 
district magistrate himself. In course of 
the evening all the officials sent their cards, 
with kind enquiries after our health and 
comfort, and not a fow of the most respect 
able people of the place called on us, The 
magistrate’s grandson, a young man of 
twenty-six or twenty-seven, was one of the 
first to call on us. He gave us 4 very 
hearty welcome, and told us that he would 
do ail in his power to make our visit o 
success. During our stay at the pluce he 
called on us several times, and made him- 
self very useful to usin more ways than one. 

‘The next day we called on all the officinls. 
‘The district magistrate is the same man 
who trexted Mr. Sparham and myself so 
rudely in 1897, but was now completely 
trausformed. He seemed delighted to see 
us and treated us with the utmost courtesy 
and friendliness. On the following day he 
returned our call, and partook freely of our 
tea and biscuits. When leaving he ex- 
pressed himself as delighted with the pro- 
Spect of seeing our mission established at 
Yechou. 

‘The Taotaigave us aright royal reer 
He and I had met in 1880 at Ch’ 
he being at that time the district magistrate 
of Shauhua. He recognised me nt once, 
shook me by the hand, and said * We are 
old friends.” He then took us into a private 
room, where we found a table covered with 
cloth’ of faultless whiteness, and spread 
with refreshments in the shape of foreign 
iscuits and sweetmeats. We had tea served 
in the foreign style, with milk and sugar. 
His champagne we did not drink, and his 
cigars we declined with thanks. HH. is 
most affable man, and a great talker, We 
discussed all manner of subjects for 
about half an hour, and parted the 
best of friends. We called also on the 
prefect and the Grain Intendant from 
each of whom we received a cordial 
reception. The Grain Intendant had just 
come down from Ch‘angsha to arrange 
about the opening of the new port. He 
seems to be a man of weight, so we were 
very glad to have an opportunity of making 
his acquaintance. Such was our inter 
course with the officials, and nothing could 
have been more satisfactory. 

The people could not have behaved 
themselves better than they did. No 
stones were thrown after us, 00 oppro- 
brious epithets were hurled at us, and 
no black looks were to be seen anywhere. 
We walked about in every direction both 
inside and outside the city, and found the 
people perfectly quiet and friendly. On 
the first day after our arrival we had an 
escort of two or three soldiers to lead the 
way and to protect us. But finding that 






























they were not at all needed, their 
services were dispensed with during the 
rest of our stay at the place, Mr. David 
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Tones, one of. the American Bible Society's 
colporteurs, was there at the samo time. 
He was living on board his boat. He 
called on us at our inn, and we met 
him afterwards in the streets selling the 
Scriptures. He seemed to be doing his 
work with perfect immunity from all the 
annoyances which usually accompany street 
work in China. When we met him, there 
was no crowd following ; and no excitement 
of any kind was created by his presence. 

As:to houses, we found the people not 
only willing, " but extremely anxious 
to ‘sell. More than twenty offers wero 
definitely made, and we went to see 
more than ten.” It was dificult to make a 
choice in the midst of so many offers; hut 
we succeeded at last in fixing on one of the 
best sites in the place. ‘The piece of land 
is nbout 80 English feet wide by nearly 300 
feet deep. On this piece of land there are 
two houses, which are now being fitted up 
for temporary use. We hope to evolve 
out of these two houses a Chapel, a dis- 
pensary, rooms for two missionaries to live 
in, and’ ample quarters for our native 
helpers, ‘The deeds were taken to the 
district’ magistrate to be stamped. He 
not only stamped them, but did so 
without charging the usual yamdén fees, in 
order, as his grandson told us, to show 
his good feeling towards us. 

Such was my experience at Yochou on 
this my last visit. 1 need not add that 
I returned to Hankow with a heart over- 
flowing with gratitude and praise. 

Mr. Peng is now at Yochou, superintend- 
ing the work that has to be done on the 
houses, in order to fit them for the use of 
the mission. As soon as the work is done, 
and the houses are ready, Mr, Greig and 
Dr. Peake will go and commence work at 
that important centre, They will leave 
Hankow probably not later than the end 
of this month or the very beginning 
of the next. ‘There aro threa more cities 
to be taken by us,.in order to complete 
our line of stations from Yochou to the 
borders of Kuangtung provinee. We hope 
to see this accomplished before the end of 
next your. 

‘Tho ‘Treaty Port is six miles below the 
City. Mr. Morse, the Imperial Commis- 
sioner, writes us’ to say that it will be 
probably opened on the 13th of this month, 
‘Tho spot is, I think, well chosen, and Mr. 
Morse is to be congratulated on the success 
which has crowned! his efforts to make this 
important beginning in Hunan. Person- 
ally he stands high in the esteem of the 
officials and “people. The opening of Yo- 
chou to foreign commerce cannot but tell 
for good on the whole of that interesting 
Province, But it ought to be regarded 
as a mero beginning. ‘There are still 
Siangt‘an and Ch‘angté, the two greac com- 
mercial centres of Hunan. When are they 
going to be thrown open? That is the 
question now. ‘The difficulty is a purely 
official one, ‘There is no difficulty so far 
asthe people are concerned. The people 
of Yochou are delighted with the opening 
of Yochou as a Treaty Port. The ovening 
of Siangt‘an and Ch‘angté, would be hailed 
with equal delight by the people of the 
Siang and Yuen. I enclose a copy of a 
proclamation issued by the Yochou district 
magistrate,

Sre,—Will you permit me, through your 
columns, to call attention to a few 
portant facts bearing materially up: 
cont of living in Shanghai? 

On the J4 i instant Mexican dollars 
were quoted in London at 2680. 
ounce. On the Loch instant. ster 
change in Shanghai was 2s, 84d. Allowing 
1 per cent for charges on dollar shipment 
it ix obvious that the relative exchanye for 
dollars and taels does not exceed 72 taels 
per 100 dollars ; y-t on the 14th we had to 
pay 75f taclx ; on the 15th 75} taels ; on 
the 16th 75} taels, and as I write the 
exchange is 76 taels! ‘The hank rate for 
gold yen Japan, is only 75g, consequently 
those with incomes in tael currency are 
compelled to disburse in a currency of 
silver dollars dearer than gold yen. 

‘This is so palpable an’ abuse ns to call 
for protest. Where is the British dollar? 
Not here, because Chinese object to it. 
Tf this is the only reason why it ix not 
sntroduced, the remedy ix in the hands of 
bankers. In any case, this community is 
most oppressively taxed.

Sre,—Considering the «mall for 
pulation of our city I think we may 
that Shanghai has x very fair number 
good amateurs, vocalists ns well as 
strumentalists." Viribus wnitis something 
might be done creditable to the 
musical life of the ‘city, the more so as 
every fellow-citizen of this community 
talented in some way or another acknw 
ledges the unwritten law, which provides 
as a matter of public duty that she or he 
should now and then appear hefore the 
public and exhibit the talent she or he 
may possess. 

The ratio legis is that Shanghai is not 
Inrge enough to attract professional stars 
nga rule. Song and play we must have 
to brighten up our life and for this we 
have to rely upon our ‘amateur artists. 
Neither are concerts wanting in Shai 
Our two local professionals do their duty 
in an eminent degre- and several societies 
and clubs organise concerts of various 
kinds and styles during the season when 
the residents of this gay capital of the Far 
East always put in an appesrance, reali- 
ing the old German rule : 

* Wo min singt, dort setz’ dick nieder, 

Bise Menchen haben keine Lieder.” 

As befits this cosmopolitan place, nation- 
ality makes no difference, and at the various 
concerts you see all sorts of nations 
represented not only in the audience but in 
the orchestra and on the stage.

SHANGHAI FANCY FAIR FOR 
THE VICTORIA NURSING 
INSTITUTE. 
—+— 


When the Book of Good Deeds ix 
opened and the names therein written are 
trumpeted out, the four winds will hear 
much of two classes of people—amateur 
actors and those who arrange bazaars. 
They are among the workers who are 
predestined to “splash at a ten league 
canvas with brushes of comet’s hair”— 
as they have been good so shall they 
be happy. The list of these worthy folk 
is long, and day by day it is increased. 
The Fancy Fair which opened at the 
Drill Hali, Nanking Road, on Thursday 
made a sensible differen in its size. The 
fair—or bazaar—had been arranged by a 
committee of ladies, infrequently depend- 
on the mere male for assistance, and, first 
and foremost, they must be congratulated 
on a result charming and cheerful. Charm- 
ing because the Drill Hall was admirably 
arranged froin the decorative point of 
view; and cheering, because financial 
success is almost certain, and this will 
mean the benefit of the Victoria Nursing 
Institution, praise of which is trite. The 
eye was met by colour, movement and 
life, the ear was struck by music, and the 
heart was mored—in varying’ degrees 
according to the individual—by persuasive 
tongues offering for sale things from East, 
West, North, and South. Age can never 
wither nor custom stale the infinite variety 
of a bazaar stall. As is conceit to some 
people, s0 is variety to a stall—you remove 
it and the remains defy identification. 
This is as it should be, for variety e 
pepper and salt of existence, Also it is 
an nid to chitity, for tho bewildered 
visitor, drawn as by the moving of the 
Kaleidoscope, looks, covets, and is con- 
quered. 

So it befell on Thursday most of the many 
people who attended the bazaar were will 
ing purchasers ; but some thete were—there 
always are—who required gentle leading, 
careful management. Ayainst these were 
directed a battery of smiles and woris, 
and unwillingness melted to complaisance. 
‘There was much to see. At the head of 
the stone steps one was met by an Art 
Exhibition, which gave way as the door 
was passed to a fortune-teller's tent, the 
sides sprinkled with cards. These should 
be passed for the moment, however, and 
some attention given to the money- 
changing office a few steps beyond. ‘The 
transmutation of notes into silver aceomp- 
lished, one could revert to art and fortune, 
and so reach the shooting gallery. After 
this, and fringing the walls of the room, 
came the general stalls. No trifle, however 
unconsidered, seemed to be lacking there. 
There were toys in abundance, suitable for 
children of all ages and of both sexes, and 
there were clothes for the very young, 
pretilly made and tasteful in appearance. 

olls gured prominently—was there ever 
a bazaar at which no dolls were offered?— 
and the youngsters could further aniuse 
themselves with a pie from which they 
were allowed to draw a prize—for a 
consideration, The elder people had a 
much more various choice. Ornaments 
there were in profusion, and of all descrip- 






































tions, from venetian glass to paper. ‘There 
were dainty boxes of stationery, photo- 
frames, every article attractive or useful, 
most of them uniting both attributes. All 
this takes no account of the Post Office, 
where were sold excellent pictorial post- 
cards, and where one could write a letter 
which would he received free but paid for 
by the addressee; of the electrical ex- 
hibition, the colleetions of pictures, the 
Punch ‘md Judy show with. its shriil 
mirth ; or of the tea garden, where light 
refreshments could ‘be obtained under 
the pleasantest conditions. There were 
tableaux vivants in the afternoon when 
such pictures as “A Merry Xmas," A 














Pitched Battle,” “The Almoner,” and 
finally “The Aim of our Work” were 
siven. 


The First Grand Evening Concert was 
given in the Theatre of Varieties shortly 
after %, there being a much larger attend- 
ance at the Bazaar in the evening than in 
the afternoon. The theatre was filled 
with a music-loving audience, and the 
concert was opened by Mr. Ormiston with 
a piano solo admirably rendered. Mr. N. 
G. Maitland, accompanied on the piano 
by Mr. Ormiston, sang most sweetly and 
with perfect enunciation two songs by R. 
Schumann, ‘Thou'rt like a lovely flower,” 
and "The rose and the lily,” the last'a 
brilliant little effort only too short. ‘There 
was the usual applause when Miss Macleod 
came on to play x Berceuse by Godard, 
and very delightful it was. Mrs. Johnston 
accompanied her on the pit Miss 
Macleod was enthusiastically applauded 
and encored, but she only bowed to 
her audience. Miss Wehrung, most 
effectively dressed as a lady cowboy, with 
bowie-knife and revolver in her belt, then 
sang to perfection, accompanied hy Miss 
Macleod on the ‘piano, Godard’s very 
popular Clan-on de Florian, and was twice 
recalled, but could not be persuaded to 
sing ag: Mr. Vinay then gave with his 
usual brilliant execution Rubinstein's 
Tarentelle oa the piano, and the concert 
closed with Mr. J. C, Johnston's vigorous 
and tuneful rendering, accompaniet by 
Mes. Johnston, of Jessie Botterill’s “Pack, 
Clouds, Away.” Then the audience was 
rapidly cleared out to make way for an- 
other exhibition of tableau: vieants. 

The second evening concert came on at 
ten o'clock, and was again a success. 
Messrs. H. Vinay and E. Ormiston open- 
ed with a pianoforte duet, Patierno’s 
Minuit, which they gave with excellent 
spirit ‘and precision. Mrs. Lanphier 
sang Chaminade’s Rosemonde with the 
grace and delicacy of expression which the 
song deserves. Mr. F. Pratt’s playing of 
the violin solo, Windeatt’s Romance, 
was good alike in tone and expression, 
and Mrs. Valentine followed with Dudley 
Buck's song * When the Heart is Young.” 
She gave it with a richness of tone and 
delivery that earned her hearty applause. 
Mr. W. H. Lewis was robustious in Wat- 
son's “Thy Sentinel am I.” A variety 
entertainment concluded the evening. 























‘THE SECOND Day. 

‘The first day passed off as a splendid 
success. Money was spont and taken, but 
the paying and receiving were carried out 
under’ the happiest conditions. Over 
39,000 dollars were taken, and the work of 
counting the money lasted until tivo o'clock 
on Friday morning. ‘This obvious success 
—for there is no denying figures—was 
repeated on the second day. ‘There was 
the same scene of colour, light and anima- 
tion, and the same good-hearted attend- 
ance. The stalls and the side shows were 
freely patronised, the raffles were speculat- 
ed in, and the shooting gallery found its 
ardent competitors. One of the greatest 
successes of the bazaar has undoubtedly 
been the entertainments in the Theatre of 
Varieties. Full houses have been attracted 
to every performance und Mr. G. R. 
Wingrove is to be congratulated on the 








general result. The variety entertain. 
ments, where laughter was long and hearty, 
were especially popular, as was only to bo 
expected where such. excellent comedians 
gave assistance. The Tableana Vivants 
were a gteat success in another direction. 
They were given artistically and with 
excellent effect. “The Flower of the 
Family” and “Forbidden Fruit” were 
amoug the best of them, but it is almost 
invidious to point to particular excellence 
where the standard was so high. 

‘The Funcy Fair Gazette, born but to dio 
when it had attained its grentest circula- 
tion, added to the gaiety of the occasion, 
and as on the first day its issues were at a 
premium, There was a delightful air of 
novelty about its whole production and 
distribution. Most of the contributions 
were advertisements, but more amusing 
than the average ran of trade announce- 
ments, whilst as regards poetry the re- 
sources seemed nigh inexhaustible, It 
was a good idea well carried out. It would 
be dificult to over-praise the devotion of 
the fair “‘salesiadies ;" they never rested, 
they hardly ever sat down, and they work: 
ed literally from morning to night; traly 
have they deserved well of the Republic, 
and the Council should vote them all gold 
medals. 

















Tt was close upon two o'clock on Saturday 
morning when the last weary workers at 
the Fancy Fair, having counted their 
receipts and rejoiced at the xood work 
accomplished; dismantled their stalls and 
stole away. It was then learned that 
about sixteen thousand dollars had been 
taken, excluding a comparatively small 
amount yet to come to hand from outside 
sources, Such a result must occasion a 
feeling of satisfaction amongst all in the 
east way responsible for‘it. It is, more- 
over, « striking illustration of the innate 
commercialism in the feminine tempera- 
ment. In the minor tactics of debit and 
credit Indies may not shine, but when it 
coms to the broad principles of disposing 
of their goods at a remunerative return 
they are incomparable, ‘Tho events of 
Friday were in the main much like those 
of the opening day. During the afternoon 
and evening the place was thronged with 
visitors patronising the stalls, joining in 
lotteries, or attending the ‘side shows” 
in the ‘Theatre of Varieties. So it was 
again in the evening. 

Somewhere about ten or eleven o'clock 
it was decided to auction off what had not 
yet been sold, and the duty of doing this 
was undertaken by Mr. W. O, Murray. 
He visited each stall in turn and without 
reserve disposed of the balance of stock, 
Bven when these closing scenes were being 
enacted there was # considerable crowd. 
enjoying the lively spectacle and obviously 
loth to leave it.” But there must bo wn 
end to everything—even to a Buzawr—and 
the end of this one came, as has been 
said, at an early hour on Saturday morn- 
ing.’ It will long be remembered in 
Shanghai—not. merely on account of its 
object and achievement, but also as a most 
delightful function reflecting the greatest 
credit on all associated with it. We can- 
not close without’ a final’ word of congra- 
tulation to the Committeo, in which Mfrs. 
Seaman’s name should have been included, 
to their unwearied Secretary, Miss Mac- 
leod, and the Treasurer Mr. Reith and the 
other gentlemen who gave such valuable

THE DISMASTING OF THE 
NANAINO. 
——+—_ 

The lumber-laden British harque Nanci- 
mo, Capt. Roberts, arrived here on Thurs- 
day under jury-rig having lost her spars in 
ayphoon sonte five hundred miles south- 
east of Japav. The vessel, which has 
made a tedious and perilous voyage of a 
hundred and one days across the Pacific, 
left Chemainus, British Colambia, on 
the 7th of August for Tangku and ‘until 
the 6th of October had most favourable 
weather. A couple of days previous to 
this Inter date. the barometer’ -began 
to fall and the sea became turbulent 

‘dicating  /disturbance in the vicinity, 
Capt. Roberts at once shortened sail and

On" the 6th the wind freshened from 
the N.E. and worked easterly with increas- 
ing force until he found it imperative to 
put her under bare ples, The vessel, 
being on the right-hand semi-circle of the 
typhoon, was hove-to on the starboard 
tack. By midnight the wind was blowing 
with terrific force from the S. and a 
mountainous sea had risen which practically 
engulfed the barque; however, beyond 
the washing away of some of the deckload, 
and the flooding of the crew’s quarters 
and the cabin aft it did little damage. 
At 2 a.m., the wind, which was then 
S.S.W. with the barometer at 28.44, was 
at hurricane foree, and with, the violent 
lurching the iron’ foremast carried away 
some five feet above the deck through the 
artingof the weather rigging, carrying 
It the jibboom and the main and mizzen 
topmasis. With the greatest difficulty 
were the officers, assisted by the crew, 
able to cut away the lee rigging and free 




















the vessel from the additional dangor of 
for- 


towing wreckage. ‘Tho foremast, 
tunately, by its weight cleared itse 
though in doing s0 it tore the holts in the 
chain plates clean out of the vessel's side 
causing thereby a heavy leakage. That 
day the wind veered to the west and quick- 
ly fell to a calm with fine weather. The 
vessel, which now could not spread a single 
sail, tumbled terribly in the heavy rollers. 
‘The crew set to to get the water out of the 
hold which had risen to nine feet, hut before 
doing this fully forty thousand feet of 
deck lumber lind to be jettisoned in 
order to get the leaks above water to he 
plugged—this occupied two days. The 
next thing was to get some canvas on the 
ship, so A stont log was chosen as a fore- 
mast, and by a tackle from the mainmast 
head'and the heel of the log, which was 
well guyed, placed over tho hollow iron 
stump the spar was slipped into place and 
quickly wedged and stayed. The main 
upper-topsail yard having heen saved was 
requisitioned us a fore yard. ‘the parrel 
of the main yard had carried away during 
tho gate but chain Inshings were yot aloft 
and the yard steadied. To make matters 
worse the carpenter died of heart disense 
on the 9th when his services were most 
in demand and this added considerably to 
the labours of the officers. Throughout 
the operations the crew, which were com- 
posed of Malays and Manila men, worked 
well and in a few days the vessel was hend- 
ing for the Loochoos under two jibs, fore- 
sail and mainsail, and main and. ‘mizen 
staysails. When everything was jro- 
perly secure the Captain turned his at- 
tention to extra canvas and a couple 
of royal yards were run up to the must- 
heads, and fore-and-aft canvas spread 
whereever a stay could be set up. On 
making the Loochoos, steering south of 
Kakeroma, aiortherly’ course was set ‘and 
utilising the Japan Stream fair progress 
was made although the vessel's speed 
ranged only from one to three and 
achalf knots, Lat 32° N. being reached 
a westerly course was set and, the wind 
still favouring, the vessel was able to anchor 
twelve miles north of Gutzlaff on Weidnes- 
day, where she got a tug and was towed 
into port.

The evidence, taken on commenced of 
Mr, T, B. Macaulay, was then read, 

‘What is your name, address, and oceupa- 
tion? 

‘Thomas Bassett Macaulay, Secretary and 
Actuary of the Sun’ Life Assurance Company 
of Canada. 

‘What was the dato when you received from 
‘Messrs. Ibert. & Co. the application signed by 
Mr. Beneraft Joly for life insurance ? 

On or about the 13th of April 1898. 

Do you produce Messrs. hert & Co. 
and the enclosures alluded to therein ? 

So far as I can find, there was no letter 
received from Messrs. Mbert and Company 
with the application, “But there was a list of 
a owiaber oP applications, forty-two in mun- 
ber, from persons in different parts of China, 
which accompanied the application, and i 
now produce it, Mr. Joly’s name is first on 
the list. (Paper handed to the Commissioner 
by the witness). This is the original 
Marked by the Commissioner Exhibit C, and 
attached to the testimony of this witness. 

‘What steps were taken by the defendant 
company with regard to the ‘said application 
and when? Give in detail the whole course 
of procedure followed. 

Phe application ‘was first entered in one 
of our Application Registers by one of our 
Policy clerks. We then looked up our Re- 
jection Exchange Cabinet, as wo do with all 
Applications, to find whether the applicant 
Hed ever ‘been declined by any Company 
which was_a member ef the Rejection Ex- 
change, We found therea card stating that 
Mr, Joly had been declined by the Equitable 
and by the New York Life, I herewith pro- 
duce the card. in question, ‘The date, dist 
‘March, 1896, showed to us that Mr. Joly had 
been declined by the New York Life Com- 
pany at its Paris office upon that date ; and 
the further date, 30th November, 1896, show: 
ed that he had beon declined by the ‘Equit- 
able Life upon the latter date. ‘The number, 
15, is the index number of the New York 
Life Company ; and the addition of the letter 
‘A means that it was the Paris office. 
number, 5, is the index number of the Equi 
able Life. ” The date of birth is given in order 
to enable the Company receiving the card to 
identify positively any applicant with the 
person. previously described. ‘The words’ 
“substitute card” mean that this card had, 
been gent out, from the Central office of the 
Rejection Exchange to take the place of a 
first card. The notice is sent out as soon as 
the man is declined by any Company. Dut 
if he is subsequently declined by another 
Company the two declinatures are grouped 
‘upon one card, and a new or subsequent card 
is sent out to take the place of the one which 
hhad the record of only the first declinature. 

‘The card was offered in evidence on behalf 
of the defendaut 5 

Objected to on behalf of the plaintiff for 
immateriality, incompetency, hearsay. 

Card attached to the testimony of this 
witness, being marked by the Commissioner 
Exhibit D. 

The witness, resumed answer as follows: 
When we thus found thaé Mr. Joly had been 
declined by these two Gompanies we at once 
sent out requests to those two companies ask- 
ing, on the regular printed forms, the reason 
for the declinatures,. The answers that we 
received are attached to the original applica- 
tion, which is now in Shanghai. ‘The answers 
from New York City were recsived by us 
‘on or about the 16th or 17th day of April, 
1898. ‘The answer from the Paris office of the 
New York Life reached us probably some time 
between the 10th and Lith of May, 1898. 
From those answers, we learned that Mr. 
Joly had suffered from heart disease, and we, 
of course, under such circumstances at: once 
decided not to accept the application as ap- 
plied for. We, however, have a system by 
‘which we can insure under average or impaired 
lives; and, as we thought we had now 
‘obtained sufficient.,information to enable us 
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Joly’s health, we decided to offer him 2 
Policy. upon special terms. 

‘Those special terms were that the plan 
should be changed from a straight life toa 
fifteen year Endowment, by which, of course, 
the premium was greatly increased ; and in 
addition, we imposed what we call a 
lien, which is a special endorsement in 
red ink on the margin of the policy, to 
the effect “that if the plaintift dles during 
the first year a deduction of sixty per 
cent will be made from the face value of 
the policy. This lien of sixty per cent 
reduces automatically, and is less for every 

ear that the assured lives. Wo sent the 

licies forward to ou rresident Secretary in 
Shanghai, with a brief note accompanying 
them, so that, while we refused, in this way, 
to assure Mr. Joly upon the terms proposed by 
him, we gave him the option of accepting the 
alternative Policies if he were willing to accept 
them. I have not the Application by me, as 
it is in Shanghai, but I have no doubt it will 
show a memorandum at the top, to this effect, 
with the initials “G. W." attached, these 
initials being the initials of Dr. George’ Wi 
kins, our chief medical officer. ‘There will 
also, probably, be the initials of one or two 
chit clerks, Ww! ials mean that they 
agreed with the doctor's deision, which was 
then at once put in force. 

Do you produce any further documents in 
connection with the matter referred to in 
your last answer? 

I produce herewith as Exhibits copies of 
the three policies which were issued by us 
on Mr. Joly’s life. 

Do you know of any other matter or thing 
touching the matters in question in thisaction 
that may tend to the benefit and advantage 
of the defendants. besides what you have 
beon interrogated unto? Declare ‘the same 
fully and at large and all circumstances and 
particulars relating thereto to the best of 
‘your knowledge as if you had beea particularly 
Interrogated thereto. : 

I produce herewith a book of interim 
receipts containing tro Blank cancelled forms 

‘hich are identical with those used in this 
case, except as to the length of time. Ido 
this'for the purpose of drawing attention to 
the instructions to agents which are printed 
on the inside of the front cover. Similar 
instructions are on all books of interim receipts 
which wo have sent to our agents in China.

Mr. Underwood, (on behalf of plainti 
said—I object to the introduction of this 
book in evidence as being immaterial and 
irrelevant. It does not appear that these 
instructions were received, and the plaintiff 
is in no way bound by it, nor is it shown that 
her testate, the deceased, is in any way 
bound by them.

‘Those are the names of the principal re- 
presentatives of the Company in China who 
acted for the Company at any time during 
the years 1897 and 1898. ‘There are in addi- 
tion fifty to seventy-tive other Chinese gentle- 
men. 

‘Are the agents employed by your Company 
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(6) By a fixed salary and a percentage on 
the premia paid by persons insuring with or 
through them ? or 

(c) Entirely by a percentage on such pre- 

mia? 
Most of our agents are paid by commission 
only. Some are given a commission with a 
guaranteed salary or remuneration; but in 
such cases they receive no commission wnless 
the commissions, according to the scale men- 
tioned in their contracts, exceed the amount 
of their salary or remuneration. We have no 
persons employed on salary alone without 
any interest in commissions, 

Are the canvassers or runners employed by 
your Company in China or by its Agents or 
Tepresentatives there paid 

(a) Entirely by a fixed salary ? or 

(6) By a fixed salary and a percentage on 
the premia paid by persons insuring with your 
Company through them? or

My answer to the last question covers thi 
Agents are the same as canvassers, We hai 
ho class of agents who are known as runners. 

In cases where such Agents in China aro 
paid entirely by commission as aforesaid what 
is the usual rate of such remuneration ? 

(a) Asa percentage on the premia paid on 
the first year or on application by persons 
insuring as aforesaid ? 

(2) In subsequent years? 

‘The rates of commission vary very greatly, 
We have to make a difference between agents, 
because some do very much larger business 
than others; some have to pay traveling ex- 
penses; some have to pay printing, alvertising, 
Postage, ete some are also. responsible for 

iefalcations, or shortages of agents under 
them ; and there are many other points to bo 
taken into consideratian in settling what 
amount of commission the company will pay 
to any one agent. Moreover, the rates of 
commission vary, according to the kind of 
Assurance, for the Company’ cannot, of course, 
afford to pay as high a rate of comin 
a policy which calls for few, but heav 
miums, as on a policy where the premiums 
extend over the whole life. We have not 
at Montreal copies or originals of the con- 
tracts with all our agents in China, But 
T have made a careful estimate, taking all 
the agents together. those who receive high 
commissions and those who receive low com- 
missions ; and, averaging them, the rate is just 
about thirteen and one half ‘por cent on the 
first year’s premiums, We, as a rule, do not 
give any commissions on renewal to agents in 

hina, But the average rate paid to thoso 
agents who receive commissions on renewal 
premiums is about three and one quarter per 
cent. 

What was the highest rate so paid in China 
in the years 1897, 1898? 

As have already mentioned, we had nearly 
‘one hundred agents working for the Company 
in China during the years, 1897 and_ 1898. 
In connection with our Eastern Branch 
we have also about’ fifty other representa- 
tives in India, Ceylon, Siam, Straits Settle- 
ments, Java, Borneo, Sumatra, the Phili 
Aslands and Japan.’ While ‘we have good 
reasons for making variations in the scales of 
commissions allowed to different agents, it can 
readily be understood that we would not, like 
them all to know just what their neighbours 
get, or what the highest rates of commission 
is Which we pay in any case. We have in 
fact, a printed clause in our Agent’s Contract 
Forins to the following effect : 

“The terms hereof are strictly confidential, 
and the Agent agrees that he will not explain 
this contract or mention its terms to any 

son under penalty of forfeiture of his rights 
Fereunder.” ‘The reason why we bind our 
agents to secrecy is that experience has shown 
that much trouble arises when agents tell each 
other what commissions they receive. If an 
agent hears that his neighbour is getting more 
than he is getting, he is almost certain to ack 
the Company to give him as much as it 
gives his neighbour; and even though ho 
may not be worth nearly as much to the Com- 
pany, or may not have anything like the samo 
supeises or be under the same responsibility. 
‘These explanations cannot always be given to 
an agent; and, even if they aro given, he is 
usual 
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ly not satisfied. If, therefore, we wero 
to say what the highest rate of commission is 
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sre pay toany agent in China we would 
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juire, 1 hope that this- particular question 
HIT hot he ‘pressed, especially as. I" cannot 
(with all deference) See what the rate of com- 
mission which we pay to any agent has to do 
with the question whether or not Mr. Joly’s 
answers in the application are true or untrue. 

‘The Commissioner then repeated the in- 
terrogatory. 

The witness made answer as follows; In 
view of the fact that Mr. Whitney has men- 
tioned the rate which the New York Life 
Company pays, Eraconsider my last answer, 
and will now say that the highest rate which 
we paid to.any agent of the Company in 
China is fifty per cent of the first year’s pre- 
mium; and that only on policies for the 
whole of the life or very long terms, 
and to agents who have heavy expenses to 
incur. This auswer, however, does not apply 
to our Manager for ‘China, whom we de 
classify as an ordinary age

"This question has” been already answered 
fully by me; I do not, see any difference be- 
tween this question and question six.

‘This question is fully covered by my answer 
to question seven. 

What salary percentage or other remunera- 
tion was paid in reference to the application 
for Life assurance made by Henry’ Beneraft 
Joly referred to in the pleadings in this suit? 

(a) By the Company to its Agents?

sreentage or commission paid by 
‘the Company in reference to Mr. Joly’s appli- 
cation was five per cont charged hy our Re- 
sident Secretaries ot Shanghai, So far as 1 
know, no commission has been paid to any 
sub-agent in this connection. If Mr. Joly 
had accepted the Policies subject to the liens, 
‘then, of course commissions would have be- 
come payable to our Manager and Agents + 
‘but as the liened Policies were not accepted 
no commissions were payable to anybody. 
According to the strict letter of th terim 
receipt, the Company would be entitled to 
deduct from the premium paid the proportion 
for the time for which the applicant was 
assured. Asa matter of fact, however, this 
clause in the Inter'm Receipts is very rarely 
enforced by the company. When we decline 
‘to assure 4 man he usually feels very sore to- 
wards the Company, and under those cireum- 
stances it would be bad policy to deduct any 
amount for the assurance given to him under 
the interim receipt; and, as a matter of 
expediency, we generally return the whole 
amount of the premium without any dedue- 
tion whatever. We have, therefore, made 
‘an arrangement with most of our Branches, 
including our Chinese Branch, that if we de- 
cline an applicant, or if he refuses to accept a 
Policy, which we issue subject toa lien, our 
agents shall return the whole amount of the 
promium without any deduction. But in such 
cases we arrive at an arbitrary sum which the 
agent pays to the Company out of his own 
pocket for its having carried the for the 
time the applicant was assured. This arbi- 
trary sum is arrived at in the following way. 
‘We take the whole life premium for the proper 
ge, ‘and figure out the amount at this rate, 
which would correspond to the time 
intervening between the date of the ap- 
plication “and the date on which the 
premium has been refunded to the appli- 
cant, not exceeding six months of course. 
From this amount we deduct whatever com- 
mission the agent’s contract would allow him 
on a whole life Policy, and the balance is 
divided between the agent and the Company, 
the agent paying one half, and the Company: 
agreeing to lose the other half. This system 
pend ls at our Chinese Agency, nd Thave 
looked up our books and find that in the 
years 1897 and 1898 we had thirty-five cases 
in China where the premiums have been paid 
under interim receipts, but where the Com- 
iy either declined the zpplicant or issued a 
liened Policy that was not accepted. Twenty- 
ight of these premiums have already been 
refunded in full, as we know by the return of 
the interim receipts with the acknowledg- 
‘went on the back, elgned by the applicant, 
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There are six cases still in abeyance, with 
regard to which we have not had time to 
receive final accounts from China, but which 
arein process of ving settled, ifnot already 
settled. ‘There is only one other case 
in which the premium has not been re- 
funded in full, and there were special cir- 
cumstances sufrounding this ease. So far as 
Tam aware, in not one ease did the Compai 
avail itself of its right under the interii 
receipts to retain a portion of the premium 
on a declined or liened Policy in China. 
Therefore, in Mr. Joly’s case our agents 
will not only receive no commission what- 
ever, but will even lose a considerable 
amount which they will have to pay to 
the Company out of their own pocket for 
the privilege of being allowed to refund the 
full amount of the premium to the Applicant's 
representative, that is, if they decide to take 
the same course in this instance ag they have 
taken in all other cases. 

‘The Commissioner here repeated the cross 
interrrogatory, to which the witness made 
answer as follows ; 

As T have already said, five per cent only 
has been paid hy the Company, and even that 
amount will be lost by the Agents if Mr. 
Toly’s case is treated in the way other cases 
under similar circumstances are treated, 

On what date was the Head Office of the 
defendant Company informed of the facts 
alleged in defence in the answer filed in this 
suit? 

We received the information from the 

wuitable and from the New York Life on, I 
think, the 16th or 17th of April, 1898, ‘The 
information from the Paris olfice of the New 
York life probably reached us some time be- 
tween the 10th and the Mth of May The

us in January of this year. Until we heard

On the copy of the. application ‘by Mr. 
Henry Bencraft Joly filed in due course in 
this suit in this court appears a note in the 
words following :—“ Declined by New York 
Life Equitable K.A. wrote 13/4/98 K.A.” to 
whom was the letter therein referred written?

‘As I have already explained, we receive in- 
formation from ollier ‘companies as to lives 
which they have declined ; and this memoran- 
dum merely means that on turning up our 
cabinet of rejections we found a card which 
showed that the life had been declined by: the 
New York Life Company and by the Kquit- 
able. The initials “K.A.” are those of Miss 
Kate Andrews, the lady clerk in eharve of 
he Cabinets, "The words ‘wrote 13/4/28, 
K.A." mean that Miss Andrews filled up tho 
regular forms for use in such eases and mailed 
them to the two Companies on the 13th of 
April 1898, I herewith produce as exhibit 
tissue paper press copies of the forms which 
we thus forwarded to these two Companies,

Maurice Eden Paul, BM. R. ©. S., of 
England, L. R. C. P., London, and Doctor 
of Medicine of the University’ of Brussels, 
was shown Dr. ‘Thotne’s diagram of Mr. 




















Joly’s heart, and said that he was familiar 
with such diagrams. They were mado 
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when a medical man taps or ‘* percusses 
the chest in such a manner as to determine 
the actual size of the heart. This is marl 
ed out on the chest wall, paper being 
placed on it and a design ix made. I have, 
continued the witness, seen and made 
diagrams of that character, Most people 
who are in the habit of making these 
diagrams claim that they are faithful repre- 
rentations of the actual size of the heart. 
According to this diayram the length of 
the heart is 93 inches. ‘The normal length 
is 5 inches. A man whose heart was so 
far enlarged would be in a condition of 
extreme danger. He would probably be 
unable to do more than sit up in bed 
condition of serious illness. do not th 
that he would be able to walk about. 
Again, according to the diagram, the 
heart is bexting 3 inches vutside the nipple 
Tine; this is 4 inches outside the normal 
perpendicular. Other lines show a diminu- 
tion of the heart under some treatment at 
certain dates. ‘They finally show a reduc- 
tion of the length of the heart to 5} inches, 

By Me. Wilkinson— 

Is that reduction a large one ?—It is an 














enormous and exceedingly satisfactory im- | 


provement, 

What length of time do you think it 
would have taken to effect that ?—In the 
case of acute heart dilatation supposing that 
a man had brought it on by running too 
much when out of condition, such » thing 
might pass off in an hour, but then I do 
not think that I have ever seen a heart as 
large as this, not even in post-mortem 
examinations. 

Mr. Wilkinson then produced Dr. 
‘Thorne’s dietary instructions as to baths 
and exercise, 

‘Witness—This diet is proper for dyspep- 
sin and constipation which, of course, 
might arise from heart disease. Baths of 
course represent a part of the treatment. 

Mr. Wilkinson—But xs to the whole 
treatment ? 

Witness—I have read that in cases of 
dilatation of the hexrt it produces a con- 
siderable improvement and reduces. the 
heart considerably in size. The decrease 
in the size of the heart ix shown hy the 
method of these diagrams, but as to whether 
it is possible to accurately ascertain the 
size of the heart by percussion is a 
matter under dispute. No one doubts 
that there is an improvement, but only that 
there is a possibility of determining the 
exact amount by tls particular method. 
In answer to further questions, the witnoss 
suid that ancurism of the heart could be 
suspected ; it was impossible to diagnose it. 

By Mr. Wilkinson— 

‘As regards systolic murmur, does it ever 
arise from anemia ?—Yes, it may. 

Anzomia is when a person is run down 2— 
Yes, that is it 

Does not influenza leave a weakness in 
which the patient is peculiarly susceptible 
10 other diseases ?—Yes ; vither directly or 
indirectly. 

Is systolic murmur possible under such 
circumstances ?—Systolie murmur duo to 
ancomia is not the result of damaze to the 
heart at all. Anemia might follow influ- 
enza and systolic murmur supervene. The 
systolic murmur is not necessarily due to 
organic disease of the heart. 

ut would nut acute indigestion gi 
rise to heart trouble? Is not dyspepsia 
the same thing ?-—Rouhly speaking acute 
indigestion and dyspepsia re the same 
thing. Replying to further questions he 
said he hind read Dr. Thorne’s evidence 
on commission, but not suficient details 
were given to enable him to form an 
opinion as to the probable life of a man 
suffering in the manner described. He 
had heard Dr. Hartigan give evidence 
and bad reed his affidavit.

Tk heart failure was given as a cause of 
death what would you say that that meant, 
or conveyed ?—never saw it on a death 
certificate simple as a cause of death, 

His Lordship—If « man said that heart 
failure was the cause of death what would 
you say of it?—I should think that man 
did not know what was the primary cause 
of death. 

Mr. MeNeill pointed out that such a 
statement had not been made. ‘The real 
statement was that the heart had failed, 
and there was no hope. 

The witness was asked his opinion of 
this and replied—f should think from that 
that the heart had stopped beating before 
the man stopped breathing. 

By Mr, Wilkinson—It would not mean 
necessarily organic disease ?—No, not 
necessarily 

What are the forms of death ?—General- 
ly, two. 

"What are they 1—Stoppage of the action 
of the lungs and stoppage of the action of 
the heart. 

One or other is always present ?—Yes. 

Witness was questioned as to aneurism 
of the heart. He replied, if it bursts a 
man would fall down dead. It might, 
however, cvuse death by pressure on an- 
other organ. In th latter case the last 
month of that man’s life would be one of 
dificulty of breathing; he might be 
suffocated. 

By Mr. Wilkinson—Is there any etiquette 
or rule about giving evidence in a private 
matter 2—Yes, there is. 

What is it?—That information you ac- 
quire as a professional man is confidential. 

‘Are there any exceptions to that rule 2— 
There are exceptions, as, for instance in a 
case where a ctime is being committed or 
likely to be committed 

Is it contrary to etiquette to give evid- 
ence in civil courts ?—Certainly. 

Dr. Stanley also gave evidence, saying 
that he had heard the testimony read and 
given and he agreed with Drs. Little and 
Paul. 

‘The Court than adjourned for tiffin. 

On restiming : 

Mr. Platt addressed the jury for the 
defence. They had heard. he ‘said, that 
their judgment was to be taken on certain 
‘As that was so, he did 
not think he need touch at all’ on the 
evidence of Mr. Kerr, for the greater por- 
tion of it dealt exclusively with the con- 
struction of the contract, which was_a 
matter for his Loedship to determine. His 
(Mr. Platt’s) task was to show them how 
Mr. McNeill’s opening statement had been 
borne out by the evidence, and to com- 
ment on the evidence adduced by the plain- 
tif. Mr. Platt then recalled the three 

















lines of defence which had been laid down | 
, by Mr. McNeill, and went through the j 


evidence in its relation to these at some 
length. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson followed with an address 
for the plaintiff. He went on to describe 


“the interim receipt as sealed in Canada and 





signed in Canada—in fact it was Canadian 
contract. There was nothing to be found 
as to its being issued under the companies’ 
ordinances of Hongkong, or anything 
of the sort. He had tried to find 
a case on record of a company fighting an 
interim receipt, and the only case ho had 
met with was one in connection with fire 
insurance, the law as to which would apply 
in this instance. - In that case’ it was held 
tht although the man who was insured 
reserved to himself the right to look into 
the respectability of the company, and was 
still thinking whether he should insure or 
not, that he could recover from them on 
the interim receipt. In this ease, however, 
the company granted the receipt, received 
the premium, and reserved to them- 
selves the right of withholding the policy. 
‘This contract now in dispute was a gam- 
bling contract. It had been called so in 
English nw, and he would use the defini- 
tion, ‘The company had taken money in 
respect of insurance, what time they found 
out whether the man’s life was worth in- 
suring or not. Mr. Wilkinson said that a 
certain advantage obviously was with tho 
man who was thus insured, but it was also 
fa great advantage to the company. ‘They 
got so much money down, they hal the 
comfortable assurance that the man would 
not go to another office, and they could 
make enquiries and if necessary tell him it 
was declined. Moreover, there was never 
a case where you could send a notice 
to a man by addressing it to another per- 
son—in this ease the company’s ager 
Finally, he reminded the jury. that they 
were in such a position that if they gave a 
verdict for the defendants they would be 
saying that a man who had lived for years 
an honourable life did of malice’ pre- 
ense, and of knowledge, commit » serious 
Fraud ‘They had to consider whether there 
had been enough evidence to support that. 
‘The company had been attacking a man 
practically unable to defend himself. ‘The 
company, with knowledge in their pocket, 
made a sporting bet. ‘They said ‘Pay us 
£76 down and we will goarantee to pay 
£2,500 if you die during six months. In 
the meantime we will investigate and see 
wbether we will grant you a policy of in- 
surance of some sort.” Further they said 
that if during tho six months they made up 
their mind against giving » policy they 
would let the other party know, and until 
they let him know they were liable, 
is Lordship in summing up, snid that, 

though Mr. Wilkinson had said ‘that the 
company were nttackinga man practically 
unable to defend himself, yet Mr. Wiki 

had himself defended him. Tn this case a 
great deal of extraneous matter had been 
introduced. All the discussion as to what 
Mr. Joly was suffering from at the timo 
he made the assurance, and the discussion 
as to medical evidence was really beside 
the question. ‘There 
portions of the case. One 
the main case and a justification for the 
defendant's position there—the allegation 
that the interim receipt was obtained by 
fraud. ‘The defendants also contended 
that by law if the facts were wrongly 
stated by Mr. Joly and if he had concealed 
from them certain matters material to 
their opinion, that they were not bound 
to pay. In order that he (his Lordship) 
might be able to say whether the defen- 
dants were bound to pay, the jury would 
have to answer certain questions. ‘The 
first thing they would have to say was 
whether in roply to a question as to 
whether he had ever applied to any 
company or agent, he replied ‘*No,” 
‘Baving found that he did, they would have 
to cay whether it was true. He thought 
that they could only give one answer— 
that it was not true—for Mrs. Joly herself 
had proved that he had applied to another, 
‘Then it would be for them to say whether, 
if the answer was untrue, it was 60 to the 
knowledge of Mr. Joly. He did not think 
he need make any remarks about that. It 
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was for them as men of the world whether 
such was the case when Mr. Joly sigued 
the application. ‘The next point was the 
answer to the question, ‘ Have you ever 
suffered from any complaint or affvctioi 
the heart or blood vessels, palpitation 
cluded?” They would have to find whether 
Mr. Joly replied “No,” and then whether 
that was true. Qu this point Mr, Wilkin- 
son contended that no doubt Mr. Joly at 
one time thought that he was suffering 
from heart disease but afterwards was 
convinced that he was entirely wrong. 
Ought Mr. Joly to have replied as he did 
even in such a case. What they must 
Aetermine was whether he had at any time 
suffered as described. It would be affecta- 
tion for him (his Lordship) to sy anything 
else than that at one time, Mr. Joly was 
snffering from an affection of the heart. 
‘Then did Mr. Joly know that he was suffer- 
ing from such a nffection? ‘There has been 
‘@ good deal of evidence to show that he 
thought he was cured, but none to show 








that he thought he’ way entirely mis-| 


taken in ever imagining heart disease. 
Noxt came the question us to consultations 
with physicians, and they would have 
to find whether Mr. Joly answered that 
he had not done so for Give years ; next 
whether that was true; and next, if not, 
was it untrue to the knowledge of Mr. 
Joly. Ax to the consultation with Dr. 
Macleod, Mr. Joly might have considered 
that it did not come within the scope 
of this question, but as to going to 
De, ‘Thorie—that was a diferent. thing: 
It was a question whether the jury could 
consider that Mr. Joly had’ forgotten 
that. His Lordship then went into the 
question of the great necessity of com- 
plete good faith in insurance matters, 
and said that the jury would have to deter- 
mine whether the above statements were 
material or only some of them. ‘There was 
the further question whether they were 
material to the knowledye of Mr. Joly. 
‘They would have to consider that Mr. Joly 
had’ several times applied for insurance, 
and use their knowledge of affairs and 
human nature to arrive at an answer. 
‘Then, before they could come to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Joly committed fraud, 
they would have to say whether the untrue 
statements (if any were untrue) were made 
with the object of inducing the defendants 
or their agents to issue an interim receipt. 
‘After that came the consideration of whether 
the defendants were so influenced, and 
then the last question, was there fraud? 
In the lust conuection they would have to 
say that Mr. Joly represented certain 
facts falsely, that he knew them to be 
false, and that he did it with the intention 
that they should “be acted upon by the 
defendants, Also they must—if they found 
frsud—be satisfied that they wore acted 

















upon. 
‘The jury retired, and were absent about 
an hour. At the expiration of this time

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Were the above statements, or any © 
them, material? If only some, which ?— 
‘They were all material 

Were they or any of them material to the 
knowledge of Mr. Joly?—We cannot say 
they were. 

Were the statements which were untrue 
(ifany were) made by Mr. Joly with the 
object of inducing the defendants or their 
agents to issue to him an interim receipt -— 
We think they were not. 

Were the defendants or their agents 
influenced in issuing to Mr. Joly an in- 
terim receipt by the untrue statements 
(if any were untrue) ?—They were. 

Was there fraud on the part of Mr. Joly 
in obtaining the contract upon which the 
plaintiff is now suing?—We are not 
satisGied that there was.

Upon the case being resumed, 

‘Mr. H. P. Wilkinson moved for judg- 
ment on behalf of the plaintiff, with costs, 
in accordance with the finding of the jury, 
aud upon the consideration of points of 
law which he would submit to his Lordship. 
For the purposes of his argument he took 
it that where the jury ssid in reply toa 
question ‘it must have been,” that it was 
an afiirmative; where they said “we 
cannot say,” it was n negative; where they 
said “we think they were not” was @ 
negative; and where they said “we are 

istied,” that that was also a negative, 
rst of all he would lay before his Lord- 
ship certain considerations to show the 
nature of the contract which the defendants 
had entered into with the late Mr. Joly. 
‘The Sun Life Assurance Company of 
Canada carried on business in Canada and 
elsewhere, but it was incorporated by 
act of the Canadian Parliament, and also 
regulated by provincial acts. It did not 
carry on business here xs an insurance 
company which had been regulated by the 
particular laws with regard to life 

e in and for England, but through 
ey established hy the parent com- 
pany in Canada, After reciting the nets 
of Parliament in Canada under which the 
company had from its establishment altered. 
its name and defined the character of its 
business, the learned counsel contended 
that the rule of lex luci was to be applied 
according to the well-known principles of 
English international law, ‘There could 
he no doubt in the present ease that the 
domicile of the defendant company was 
in Canada, and applying the lex loci 
he argued that the company was 
governed by Canadian law. ‘That being xo 
the next point was that the company, 
under Canadian law, was bound to 
issue its contracts in’a particular form, 
Under what was known as the Insurance 
Act of Canada the company could only 
issue its contracts either absolutely un: 
conditionally or else with o 
out ina certain way, and his contention 
was not that the interim receipt was void, 
but that any conditions which were not 
absolutely set out in full on the face or 
back of it were non-existent. 

His Lordship—I have been thinking 
about this, and there is this great dificulty 
that you wish to apply the law of Canada? 

Mr. Wilkinson—Yes. 

His Lordship—Now, as you said before, 
it is distinctly the law of England that, 
under the circumstances, we must look 
at to give evidence of and to consider the 
law of the country of domicile. Now is 
there auy'means of getting at the luw of a 
foreign country—and T think for the pur- 
poses of this suit and this Court we must 
consider Canada in the same light as a 
foreign country? Is there any means of 
getting at what is the law of that country 
except in the ordinary way in which 
evidence of the Inw of a foreign country ix 
given, namely, by calling somebody to jyro- 
duce a book who could say that it properly 
and correctly states what is the law? I 
cannot allow such a proceeding as the mere 
production of a printed document. 
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Mr. Wilkinson said the document he 
wished to put in was one officially printed 
at Ottawa by the Queen’s printers. 3 

His Lordship said that such » document 
hy itself would not be accepted ‘in an 
English court as proving foreign law. 

‘Mr. McNeill said he wished to formally 
object to the docament being allowed to 


in. 

His Lordship said that if Mr. Wilkinson 
had a Canadian Inwyer ‘present, and ho 
were cross-examined, the defendants might 
be able to upset ‘his (Mr. Wilkinson) 


| contention altogether. 


Mr. Wilkinson asked his Lordship to 
take a note that he offered the document 
as printed by the Queen's printers at 
Ottawa. It was cited as the Insurance 
Act of Canada cap. 124, 1886 ns_amended 
by 51 Viet.. cap. 28 (1888), 57 Vict., cap. 
20 (1894), 58 and 59 Viet., exp. 20 (1895), 
and 62 wid 63 Viet exp, 13 (1800). 

Mr. McNeill pointed out that the 
document Mr. Wilkinson sought to put 
in was an appendix to the report of the 
Superintendent of Insurance of Candia, 

Mr. Wilkinson, asked the. ground” of 
Mr. MeNeill’s objection. 

Mr. MeNeill said his Lordship had 
already anticipated it—that foreign law 
was to be proved by a person familie with 
the law. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson, quoting very larvely 
from reported cases, argued that an interiny 
receipt was one of the wagering contracts. 
left valid by the act of George III, 13, 
cap 48, as to insurance on lives. He was 
drawing attention to the company's pro- 
xpectus and contending that it was there 
stated that policies were issued absolutely 
unconditionally, when 

His Lordship pointed ont that the mean- 
ing was that the person assured was untram- 
melled in his actions after the policy had 
been issued. ‘The question in the present 
case was what Mr. Joly did before he got 
the interim receipt. 

‘Me. Wilkinson, continuing his arzament, 
said his contention was thnt the contract 
was a preliminary insurance, It was a 
wagering contract whereby, in c»nsidera- 
tion of a certain sum, the life of tho ap- 
plicant was assured pending the considera- 
tion by the insurers as to whether they 
would issue the thing applied  for—a 
policy. ‘The applicant was absolutely in- 
sured for a fixed time mentioned in the 

receipt, or until notice of rejection 
ven, ‘The applicant was insured 
whilst the insurers were able to enquire 
whether the statements made by the 
applicant were true, and if true, whether 
& policy such as applied for should be 
issued. The learned counsel went un to: 
remark that even so far back as 1896 the: 
defendant company bad in its possession 
the information that Mr. Joly's life had 
been refused, upon which it based its 
action in 1898. 

His Lordship said this information was 
contained in the card index founded upon 
the information furnished by the Rejection 
Exchange, and it was quite unreasonable 
to imagine that until the company re- 
ceived Mr. Joly’s application and turned 
up his name that the information could be 
in the hands of its managers, or be of use. 
Tt would be quite impossible, also, for the 
company to communicate to its ayents the 
information it held of every objection. 

Me. Wilkinson quoted a case in which 
the contention of the defendants was a 
similar one—that the facts of the caso 
were not properly disclosed. Tt had 
reference tw a fort in the West Indies— 
Fort Marlborough—the Governor of which 
insured it with underwriters against eap- 
ture, The fort was attacked and taken, 
but the underwriters contested the claim 
hecause the Governor did not. tell them 
how many guns there were, that it was 
rather « commercial trading fort than a 
military one, and that if a really large 
expedition came up the river it would 
surely fall into the enemy's hands, The 
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vernor happened to write a letter to one 
of his friends at home in which he stat d 
that he iad heard. there was « probability 
‘of an expedition coming up the river, 
but thank goodness it did nor come, 
or the fort would have been taken. When 
the fort. was eventually. captured the 
underwriters said if they had heen told 
that they would not have insured it, hut 
the judye told them they onght to have 
heen able to find out the facts for them-

Mis Lordship said he really thought he 
had heard enough legal arguments for one 
day. 

“Te Court then adjourned. 

16th November. 

Upon the caso being resumed, 

Dir. McNeill proceeded to address his 
Lordship upon the grounds which he con- 
tended entitled the defendants to judg- 
ment upon the finding of the jury. As he 
understood the finding it amounted to 
this, that the statement of Mr. Joly that 
his heart had never. been affected was 
untrue ; that he had failed to disclose the 
mane’ of two insurance companies, the 
New York and the Equitable, as having 
refused bim, and Doctors Thorne and 
Macleod as having been consulted hy him. 
‘On those findings he submitted there were 
two. prineiples of Isw which became 
applicable. One was that the jury havine 
found certain statements to be untrue, 
‘then, 4s the truth of those Statements was 
made the basis of the contract between 
‘the parties, the defendants were putitled 
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to say the contract should not be enforced. 
The second point, and which he proposed 
to deal with first, was that in all contracts 
of in-nrance there was a duty on the part 
of the insured to abserve the fullest good 
faith, and the failure on his part to disclose 
any frets which were material and which 
were known t» him, entitled the i:surer 
jer the contract void, He suh- 
mitted there could be only two answers to 
the contention that the contract’ was void- 
ed by the fnilure to disclose material facts 
—that asa matter of evidence the facts 
alleged to have been concealed were really 
known to the other parties at the time 
when the contract was entered into ; and 
that their legal rights which arose 

accordance with the principle laid before 
his Lordship, hed been in some way 
j waived or abandoned. ‘The burden of 
' shawing that there had been any waiver of 
{ rights rested upon the plaintiffs, who asked 
for judgment. Did anything done by the 
defendants, after the first knowledge thut 
(Mc. Joly had been refused by two other 
| offices, amount to a waiver of their rights 
Jon that point? Tho card in their cabinet 
when they referred to it gave them the 
names of the offices and other slight 
information, and they communicated with 
the other companies. From the Equitable 
‘areply was received indicating that Me. 
Joly had heen refused heeause af a systolic | 
wrnur, and from the New York Life that 
the application had heen refused by the 
Paris office. ‘The defendants then’ com- 
;muniewed with Paris, and a reply was 
jreceived in the middle of May. Two 
days after the defendants wrote to the 
agents in Shanghai declining Mr. Joly's 
application and offering a policy ona 
ferent plan, From which of those ac- 
tions, or from all of the. ther, enuld 
there be yuthered any waiver of the right 
which arose at that time to have the con- 
tract voided on the ground of concealment 
of material faers? None. When the let- 
ter came hack from tl is office the 
defendants hat two different kinds of 
rights—their leg rights upon the prin- 
ciple of law, and their rights under the 
contract to decline. They could have 
said: “You have been guilty of material 
concealment, and we ask you to give up 
the interim receipt,” or they could have 
given notice of declinature. ‘The inten- 
tion of the defendants in their letter en- 
closing the new policy was to terminate the 
contract. You could only gaive what you 
knew about, and it had not heen suggested 
that at the time the defendants wrote the 
letter to their agents in Shanghai, that they 
knew as x positive fact that Bir. Joly had 
nutfered from heart disease. They merely 
had 4 hearsay statement as an explanation | 
of the action which was undoubtedly 
taken, ‘They did not know at that time of 
Mr. Jely's consultations with physicians. 
The learned counsel then proceeded, at 
some length, to deal with the question 
of the construction of the contract, quoting 
copiously from authorities. It was, he | 
said, an xbsolute incorrect statement to 
describe it as a wagering contract. Al- 
though it might not bea policy of insurance, 
it was, at any rate, m contract of insurance 
based upon the conditions to be found in 
the application, the interim receipt, and the 
forin of policy to be issued. ‘The word 
~* conditions” in insurance meant something 
different from the same word as applied to 
a lease. In the first place it meant all 
those matters which were ordinarily called 
conditions, and in the second place it 
meant all those matters which were made 
the basis of the contract of insurance. It 
was quite clear that the statements which 
were made the basis of the contract were 
warranted to be true, and the breach of 
that warranty xs a matter of fact entitled 
the defendants to void the contract. Whe- 
ther the statements made the basis of the 
policy, if untrue in fact, were material or 
immaterial was not the question—if untrue 
in fact they voided the policy. In the 



























































































policy it said that the stipulations contai 
ed in the application were made a part of 
it. and that was » condition which he 
(Qe. McNeill) wished to incorporate in 
the interim receipt. It came from the 
policy by way of the application into the 
receipt. The interim receipt had been 
called an insurance fur six months, but the 
evidence showed that it was a conditional 
acceptance of Mr. Jaly's xpplication, leav- 
ing to the company during six months the . 
right to terminate it if they pleased. In 
conclusion the learned counsel said it was 
clear that if the statements which were the 
basis of the policy wore untrue, whether 
material or not, the policy was void, He 
submitted on this argument that the plain- 
tiff must fail in obtaining judgment, and in 
the second place, as to the conditions of 
the intecim receips, the compiny was also 
entitled to judgment. 

Mr. Wilkinson, in the course of his re- 
ply, said his learned friend had been 
enleavouring to make out that certain 
statements in regard to one subject matter 
which were untrue, should be x ground of 
voidance of something entirely different. 
Statements made in regard to a policy 
could not he taken xs grounds of voidance 
for an entirely different document, 

His Lordship—I do think it is a terrible 
contention that a man may lie as much as he 
likes if he is going to get something which 
differs in name. You say yourself, no 
doubt it does insure him, but it is not a 
policy of insurance. Well, T say that be- 
cause what he gots ix something which in 
name differs fron what he applied for, if 
your contention ix that what he says does 
not matter I ean only say— 

Mr. Wilkinson—I want your Lordship 
to take note of the contention thnt state. 
ments made in support of ono contract 
might be iwported into another, 

in Lordship—You have got some very 
strony points, but Teannot understand why 
you should take such extraordinary points, 

Mr, Wilkinson—I am doing the best for 
my client. 

His Lordship—It is not doing your best 
when you take such an extraurdinary point 
as that. I do not think you could have 
thought out what such a contention means. 
That because it differs in nameevery answer 
may be untrue, and untrue to his know- 
ledge. ‘As I say there are lots of points 
in Your argument which ou be urged 
strongly and it is a pity to urge that, 

Mr. Wilkinson said if the company 
wished to make the. interim "reeeipt 
subject to the conditions now sought 
to be set up it would have been plainer 
to say: “This is issued in accordance 
with and subject to the truth of the de- 
claration made by him.” He did not 
think his Lordship would hold that the 
recital at the commencement of the policy 
could be held to be a condition. As to 
the question of knowledge, he certainly 
thought that it would not’ have been too 
much to expect that the agents would be 
supplied with a list of lives refused in 
the East, and in future, that trouble 
would probably be taken. | The fact of an 
interim receipt being issued instoxd of a 
policy showed that the company contem- 

lated the possibility of false statements 

ing made. 
His Lordship said he did not see that. 
It contemplated that on looking into the 
case the company might be inclined to 
issue a policy of another sort. 

Bir. Wilkinson, continuing, said that with- 
out referring to Dr. Thorne, whese namo 
was in its possession, the company came to 
the conclusion that it had enough informa- 
tion on which to issue a certain kind of 
policy. When the policy came out hero 
‘Mr. Kerr was quite content to wait for the 
next mail before sending it on to Corea, 
and from the way it was made out it was 
evident the company in Montreal thought 
it had enough information not to take any 
steps in the way of declining tho interim 
receipt. In conclusion Counsel remarked

‘his was an application on the part of 
Pelham Warren, H.B.M,’s Consul-General, 
that the said Weihaiwei Mining Syndicate 
Limited hy its proper officer, und F. M. 
Rhodes, do state the nature and particulars 
of their respective claims to the title 
deed+ of certain land situated near Wei- 
haiwei, which title derds were deposited 
with the skid Consul-General for safe 
custody. The Syndicate was represented 
by Mr. W. A.C. Platt, and Mr. F. M. 
Rhodes appeared in person. Mr, James 
Tones was also present, 

His Lordship remarked that the first 
question was how he should deal with the 
matter. He could direct the two parties 
to become plaintiff and defendant in the 
matter, or he could decide the question 
summarily on the facts before him, 

‘Mr. Rhodes mentioned tha* there was a 
third party concerned, although he was 
not down on the list. It was really a 
struggle between the Syndicate, Mr. James 
Tones and himself. 

His Lordship—Does Mr. Jones claim 
anything porsonally ? 

‘Mr. Jones—No, my lord, 

‘The parties accordingly agreed that the 
matter should be dealt with summarily. 

Mr. Platt then gavo the facts of the 
case, Enrly in the spring of this year, he 
said, a certain number of gentlemen’ as- 
sociated themselves together here and 
formed a synilicate with the object of 
prospecting near Weihaiwei for “mines, 
Sequiring land there, and if thought desi 
th i 
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working the mines, ‘That » 
afterwards incorporated as a limited 
company at Hongkong. Mr. James 
Tones was one of the original syndicate, 
and it was nt the end of March that 
he employed Mr. Rhodes, on behalf of 
tho syndicate, to go up and prospect 
and, if he thought necessary, to pur- 
tlnto Tend for them. Sir. ‘Rhodes "was 
given 9 power of attorney, which was 
sent after him to Weihaiwei, ‘On arrival he 
found Mr. Ramsay, the Syndieate’s Agent 
in Weihaiwei, to whem he mentioned the 
power of attorney and the object which 
ought him up there. These two then 
prospected the country round, with the 
result that certain land was bought. The 
native owners gave Chinese title deeds 
for this land, and Mr, Rainsay’s and Mr... 
Jones’ compradores agreed that the hong 
name should be Huai Yung Kungtsze, and 
the deeds were xccurdingly made out in 
thatname. ‘The land was paid for by Mr. 
Ramsy out of his own money, and he after- 
wards sont in his account, which was paid 
by the Syndicate. The title deeds were 
not, registered by the Commissioner at 
Weihniwei, but were brought down to 
Shanghai later on by Mr. Rhodes. ‘Then 
Mr, Rhodes and Mr. Jones went to- 
gether to the Land Office and deposited 
them with Mr. F. S.A. Bourne, who 
gave a receipt. Afterwards a notice was 
sent to Mr. Jones for the Land Office fees, 
which were paid by the Syndicate. That 
was how the title deeds came to be de- 
posited with the British Consul-General. 
Mr. Platt then produced a long report 
made by Mr, Rhodes to a meeting of the 
Syndicite, in which he spoke of pro- 
perty ‘“‘in the actual” possession of the 
syndicate, and the deeds of which are 
at present deposited,” which showed con- 
clusively, he argued, that Mr. Rhodes 
had no claim whatever on the title deeds. 
‘Phen there were three letters, which had 
been put in as admitted by Mr. Rhodes, 
in each cf wluch he referred to the acquisi- 
tion of the property by the Syndicate, 
An addition to that an account had been 
put in which was between Mr. Rhodes and 
Mr, Ramsay. On one side it showed the 
various sums paid to Mr. Rhodes at 
various times on behalf of the Syndicate, 











‘and on the other the expenses of Mr. 
Rhodes in the course of his prospecting. 
Mr, Platt said finally that he thougnt this 
was all the evidence to which he need 
call_his Lordship’s attention. 

‘Mr. Ramsay's evidence, taken in Wei- 
haiwei, was then read. He remembered 
Mr. Rhodes coming to Weihaiwei and 
representing himself as agent for Mr. 
Jones, He showed a power of attorney 
from Mr. Jones empowering him to pur- 
chase land. ‘They went round the country 
toyether and eventually decided to buy a 
place. He paid the purchase money 
and afterwards sent an account to the 
syndicate. He had since been refunded. 

Cross-examined—Mr. Rhodes arrived 
first, the power of attorney came after- 
wards. The compradore went to interview 
a man named Wong about April. We 
have had some talk about Mr. Jones 
swearing in open court about some money 
as having been paid when it had not been 

id. 

PStis Lordship—Do you admit those 
letters, Mr. Rhodes? 

Mr.’ Rhodes replied that he did. His 
object in putting alien on the title deeds 
in question was to fix the responsibility on 
some one of his future remuneration. “ He 
had writter to Messrs Stokes and Platt 
asking them to let him know if the 
rectors accepted full responsibility in this 
matier. He had received a reply to the 
effect that the legal proceedings must yo on, 
‘The present case was merely x preliminary 
step to a future one. His Lordship had 
had the history of the question, with which 
he (Mr. Rhodes) fully agreed. ' He wished 
to know whether the Syndicate would take 
legal responsibility—if not, his action 
would lay with Mr, Jones. But the learned 
counsel had admitted the responsibility 
of the syndicate, It would be waste of 
time to argue the mstter further. Mr. 
Rhodes went on to animadvert on a state- 
ment made by Mr. Ramsay, to the effect 
that he did not nkow the meaning of the 

wo. Mr, Ramsay ; ho said, 
in China for many years and could 
speak Chinese thoroughly well 


His Lordship—You do not claim that 
you bought that Innd for your own private 
Property ?, You bought it for the recount 
of the Syndicate ? 

Mr. Rhodes—Yes, my lord. 

His Lordship—So’ far as that land and 
the title deeds aro concerned that deter- 
mines the question of whom they helong to. 
Tt does not in the least prejudice your 
claim, and so far as these are concerned if 
you say you have no claim it will simplify 
the matier. 

Mr. Rhodes xdmitted this, and added 
that as the responsibility had been ad- 
mitted hy the Syndicate further action 
sould immediately he taken. 

His Lordship—Then the order that I 
make is that the title deeds should be 
handed out to the Weihaiwei Mining 


























Syndicate, Limited, and that there be no 
costs on either side.

H.B.M’s POLICE COURT. 


Siianghai, 13th November. 
Before E. H. Burrows, Esq., 
Police Magistrate. 
R. v. Wanker. 

This was a charge aguinst Wi é 
Walker, a British subj-et, of begging ou 
the Rifle Range on the 11th instant, 

Detective Brown said that as there had 
been complaints of begying on the Range 
he went there on Saturday and saw tho 
prisoner loafing on the foatpaths. Shortly 
afterwards a gentleman drove along in @ 
carringe and stopped at one of the houses. 
‘The prisoner solicited alms but was sent 
away. Witness went to the gentleman 
who stated that the man had been begging. 
He accordingly followed and arrested him. , 

Tuspector Ramsey said the man had 
been a sailor. He added that repeated 
complaints of begging had been received 
from residents in Hongkew, but that he 
could not get them to come into Court to 
give evidence. 

His Worship pointed out that tho 
evidence of the detective was hearsay, and 
that direct evidence was required in’ that 
Court. 

‘Tho prisoner, after admitting that ho 
had begged, made a not very coherent 
statement as to his connection with »° 
German ship, and theft of his clothes. 
He suid he lind boen in Her Majesty's 
service for eight years, had gono through 
the Russian war, and had two medals 
‘and two clasps. 

‘The case was dimissed. 

R. &. Dawson, 

William Dawson was charged with being 
drank and inespable on the 12th instant. 
Chinese Constable 583 said that at 1.30 
on the morning of the 12th instaut he found 
Dawson lying drunk in the gutter of 
Miller Road, and took him to the polico 
station. 

Inspector Ramisey said that he would 
not have charged the man, who is an 
engineer out of employment, but for the 
fact that when he was about to he released 
he asked for “his fifty dollars,” and 
persisted in saying that the police had 
taken it. The man had evidently been 
drinking heavily for some days. 

His Worship questioned the prisoner 
as to this, but Dawson replied that he 
certainly thought he had that sum, though 
he did not wish now to make any such 
charge. 

Sergeant Macgregor, who took the 
charge at the police’ Station, said that 
when the man came in he had no hat and 
some of his pockets were turned out. 
He found no money on him, 

His Worship cautioned Dawson as to 
making such charges without foundation, 
and fined him $5, or a week, for drunken: 
ness.

Ar the Mixed Court on Wednesday after- 
noun before Mr. Weng (magistrate) and Mr. 
F. S. A. Bourne (assessor), Mr. A. B. 
Rosenfeld on behalf of the Laou Kung 
Mow Cotton Co. sue! Foo Chee-sen and 
Wong Nee-sung for the nn-delivery of 280 
piculs of Ningpo cotton contracted for on 
the 7th of August und the 15th of Septem- 
ber lust. In all 350 piculs’ had been con- 
tracted for, namely. 200 piculs on the first 
date and 150 on the latter ; of these only 
seventy piculs had heen delivered. Since 
the contract had heen signed cotton had 
risen in value-3.75 tuels per pieul. Judg- 
ment was given for the plaintiff, and 
defendants were ordered to pay between 
them the difference of th» market, amount- 
ing to Ts. 1,050.—On ‘Thursday’ morning 
before Mr. Weng. (magistrate) and Dr. 
Barchet (American: assessor), ® houseboy 
was charged with using bad language to & 
foreign lady at No, 3, Minghon Road. He 
was ordered to find security and not to 
enter the Indy’s room again,—Two country- 
men were charged with carelessly. driving 
a flock of sheep across the Nanking Road 
thereby causing damage to Mr. J. Jensen's 
bicycle to the extent of $12. An Indian 
constable stated that the flock consisted of 
ubout 100 sheep. Inspector Matheson 
pointed out the difficulty of stopping the 
progress of so large a number of shee; 
‘The Court ordered the men to pay $5 com- 
pensation and remarked that the accident 
might have been averted had complainant 
dismounted in time—A shroff appeared on 
a charge of embezzling Tis. 450 from his 
employer, a wealthy silk mercer. Detec- 
tive Johnson said that Ts, 180 had he 
recovered und this was handed to the 
Court. ‘The shroff’s guarantor put up the 
balance and, accused's employer praying the 
Court todeal leniently, accused wasreleased 
on good security.—On Friday morning 
before Mr, Weng (magistrate) »nd Mr. S 
F. Mayers (British assessor), a native cook 
in foreign employ was charged with cruelty 
to a rat by fastening it to a board and 
flaying it alive. His employer remonstrat- 
ed and told him to despatch it at once, but 
he had continued the torture. He’ was 
sentenced to 200 blows.—Another pro- 
sveution by the S.S8.P.C.A., which had 
heen greatly assisted by the Police, was 
that of the owner of the medicine’ shop 
next the Bowling Alley in the Maloo who 
was caught in the act of hoisting up a deer 
with a rope round its neck by which means 
it. was to suffer death by strangulation, 
which the owner of the shop himself said 
would not take more than half an hour. 
‘The case had been watched for some days 
and the Police had informed the owner that 
the deer should be killed outright or 
ivould be better to send it to the slaughter- 
houses. That the killing of the deer 
would take plice was advertised, as 
usual, and the owner of the shop even 
requested that a policeman might be in 
attendance, as he expected. n crowd of 
onlookers would be present. He specially 
asked that the policeman should be 
present at 10 a.m., but in order to carry 
out. his scheme to the end and deceive the 
police, the deer-operations as regards the 
strangling of the-deer, were commene-d a 
Tittle before 8.30 p.m.’ when it happened 
Detective Eek and a sergexnt arrived on 
the scene to find the deer being hauled up 
to the ceiling by a rope round his neck and 
struggling violently. ‘They at once cut the 
rope and found the animal then to be in a 
very exhausted .state,. Fined. $50.—Mr. 
C.R. Burkill prosecuted two men for forging 












































soap stamps used on soap sold by his firm, 


Detective Eek produced about 20 different 
chops and a quantity of soap to the Court, 
and Mr. Burkill pointed out the inferiority 
of the soap to that sold by him and.the 
harm it would do to,,the sale of the real 
article, Accused ‘said-that he bad been 
two months at the work and had only sold 








about 10 boxes. Mr. Burkill said tho 
boxes were those used by him which 
accused had bouglit. The Court upon 
enquiry found that accused sold the soxp 
for Tis, 2.25 per case wheraas Messrs. 
Burkill & Co. sold theirs for Tis. 2.65. 
One accused was fined $200 the other 
$100, and all soap and chops ordered to be 
confiscated.—Two women were charged 
with hiring a band of loafers to béat a man 
with the result that he expired about 
20 minutes afterwards in a tea-shop in the 
inza Road. The women were ordered 
to be sent to the City for trial, In the 





meantime the police are endeavouring to 
effect the arrest of the murderers.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 


(From Messrs. No#l, Murray & Co. Piece Goods Trade Report of 18th November.) 


PIECH GOODS.—The past week has been an exceptionally dull one in every way and the business reposted has been almost nil. After 
the close of last mail there were some apparent orders placed on the market, but the prices offered “nowed no inducement to holders, 
who steadily declined to meet the demand in view of the continued firmness in the Howe markets, Beyend the auctiors there ia 
scarcely anything to report, and there is an almost entire absence of news from the various Outporis. ‘The last steamer of the season 
has left for Newem and from present appearances it wonld seem that Tieststx is already » chad feature for this year a 
far as this market is concerned, and shipments hence have recently been much curtailed by the uvusual tightness in the local money 
tnarket, No relief seems to appear from the Rivzn and Nisoro markets, which remain in the same lifee:s condition as mentioned 
last week. 3 

‘There is nothing of note to write about the MacuEsTER market which keeps very steady, it still heing extremely difficult to geb 
any concession in prices and in consequence we hear of very little having been dene for this maiket in the interval, The latest 
quotation for Cotton in Livervoot, is 4rd. which shows a slight decline. while latest advices from Ixp1a indicate the staple to be firm 
with an upward tendency. The New York market remains steady, but we have not heard of any business for this port. 

Ina recent number of the Times of Indias correspondent who hid lately visited this part of the world gives his views, as an expert, 
of the prospects there are for success of cur local mills competing those in India, and these will donbtless be of interest to those. 
of our feaders who do uot have the opportunity of seeing the Indian papers. 

“<I have recently been in China and Japan ; in Japsn all the cotton used is imported, and the Shanghai mills wero using 50 per 
cent of either, our finest Indian cottons, American or Saigon. Upon the question of manufacturing expenses, I cannot speak with 
knowledge, but up to the present the Chinese Inbonr has not proved as good or cheap as expected, ‘the tendency threughont Chi 
is for wages (in silver)'fo rise. Copper cash in silver are dester, and workmen require higher exsh wages ;s0 wage+ are rising in s double 
way. I had every opportunity of gaining information on this point. Imet many old Indian friends in the managers and assistants 
of mills there—Mr. Mullen, Mr. Gradwell, Mr. Walsh, Mr. Currie, Mr. Radcliffe, Mr. Turner—and went carefully ‘through-all- the 
mills in Shanghai, European and native only two.”

Our last “printed” Tea market advices were under date 4th instant. 

It is reported that Captain Wiggin’s Fleet did not succeed in entering the Kara Sea and that the Brick Tea shipped 
for Northern Siberia vid London has been returned to England. An Import Duty of Roubles 22% per 36 Ibs, has been 
levied at Nicolaievsk, and some shipments of Tea have come back here in consequence.

Green ‘TEa.—Small quantities of old seasons Pingsueys have been returned occasionally this autumn from the 
United States, but no Teas of this season’s crop were reported as rejected until this week when some 400 boxes are said to 
have been “held up” by the Inspectors. 

Pingsuevs.—This market is quiet, without much pressure to sell and prices remain about the same as they were. 
‘The figures of settlements and stock do not show the entire supply, as Teas sold by Native Teamen for shipment to Batoun 
and Bombay do not appear. The quantities so disposed of are aout 18,000 boxes this season, against 20,800 boxes for 
the same period last season. 








Countries Teas.—During the early part of the interval under review Teamen were firm holders, and refused many 
good offers ; latterly they have been more willing sellers and in a few cases finest chops have been settled at about a tael 
a picul under offers once refused. ‘There is a fair demand for Teas up to Taels 25 a picul, and prices for these are well 
maintained. Local packs call for no remark. 

Hysons.—The demand mentioned in our last respects has continued, but latterly it has been chiefly on speculative 
account hetween Chinese, and not for Export. Some 5,000 half-chests have been bought for the purpose of sifting out the 
Foong Mee, and a few parcels of these Foong Mees have been sold at ‘ls. 30/32. 

The Portuguese Government will not admit China Teas into Portugal which have not been stored in London for 
six months, presumably for fear of plague.
